MR. COLER’S NAME REJECTED. 

Every Republican objected in turn, they 
were sustained by a majority of the com- 
mittee, and Mr. Coler’s name was cast 
aside.

Herman Ridder, in a brief speech, said 
he was in no sense a candidate and asked 
that his name be withdrawn from further 
consideration. ‘I cannot win the love of 
Senator Platt,”’ he is reported to have said. 
Then Mr. Ridder expressed the belief that 
R. Fulton Cutting, President of the Citi- 
gens’ Union, would be an excellent choice. 

At this juneture a committee of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Association was announced, 
and through its Chairman, Marcus Braun, 
expressed a belief that the 150,000 Hunga- 
Tians in the greater city, including 40,000 
voters, ought to have a voice in the con- 
ference.

BE EXTRADITED | 


Buffalo Authorities at Work Upon 
“Requisition Papers. 


They Do Not Believe that It Will Be 


Necessary to Obtain an Indictment 
Before Applying for Extradition. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BUFFALO, Sept. 11.—Superintendent of 
Police Bull to-night telegraphed to Chief 
O'Neill at Chicago that requisition papers 
for Emma Goldman were being prepared 
and would be forwarded as soon as pos- 
sible. This telegram was sent after a con- 
sultation with District Attorney Penney, 
who assured Superintendent Bull that he 
believed there was sufficient evidence to 
warrant him in bringing Miss Goldman to 
Buffalo for trial for conspiracy to assassin- 
ate the President. 

This evidence hinges on the meeting of 
Miss Goldman, the Isaaks, and Czolgosz 
in Chicago in August last. Gov. Odell has 
been communicated with and is ready to 
issue the requisition for Miss Goldman. It 
is likely that the papers will be ready to- 
morrow and that as soon as the Governor's 
signature can be had two Buffalo detect- 
ives will go to Chicago to bring Miss Gold- 
man here. 

Superintendent of Police Bull takes the 
ground that an indictment is not necessary 
to secure the Chicago prisoner, and al- 
though there is a Grand Jury in session 
here now, it may not be asked to indict 
the woman. It is generally believed that 
Emma Goldman is to be tried under the 
laws of this State for conspiracy, out It is 
admitted that much depends upon the nat- 
ure of the showing that can be made 


against her in court. ‘Doubt is expressed 
that the police have so far been able to se- 
cure any satisfactory evidence connecting 
her with the crime of Czolgosz, and the 
ability of the police to secure a conviction 
upon the information they now have is sert- 
ously question in some quarters. The police 
continue to withhold al) information about 
their work, but say that they will not aw 
ceed against Emma Goldman unless their 
investigations fully warrant such action. 
The local authorities feel certain that 
Emma Goldman will fight for liberation at 
Chicago on habeas corpus proceedings, but 
they feel quite confident that a showing 
sufficient to hold her can be made. 


EMMA GOLDMAN NOT 
ADMITTED TO BAIL. 


Committing Magistrate Desides to Await 
Outcome of Motion in Higher Court 


in Habeas Corpus Proceedings. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—Magistrate Prindi- 
ville tu-day decided that Emma Goldman, 
the Anarchistie lecturer under arrest here, 
should be held without bail pending the 
decision of similar cases in the Superior 


Court, 

This action extends only to Friday of this 
week. At that time the question will be 
reconsidered and the Magistrate will de- 
cide whether she shall be held without 
bail or released under bonds until the 
preliminary hearing of the charge against 
her, which is set for Sept. 19. 

Miss Go.:dman appeared for a hearing 


before the Magistrate during the forenoon. 
She had not then obtained counsel, but 
declared that she was ready to act as her 
own attorney. The Assistant City Prose- 
cutor, however, obtained a continuance of 
the hearing till Sept. 19, the date set for 
the hearing of other Anarchists in custody 
here. Mr. Owens, the prosecutor, stated 
that the result of an investigation at Buf- 
was being awaited. 

The court postponed its decision in the 
matter of bail, which Miss Goldman de- 
manded the privilege of furnishing, until 
later in the day. While waiting Judge 
Chetlain, in the Superior Court, held the 
other Anarchists until Friday, when, he 
said, he would hear arguments in fhe ap- 
plication for writs of habeas corpus. As 
the charge against Miss Goldman, “ con- 
spiracy to murder President McKinley,” is 
the one lodged against the local An- 
archists, who are named as co-conspirators 
with Miss Goldman, Magistrate Prindiville 
thought it wise to await the decision of 
the higher court. He said it would not be 
necessary for counsel to apply for a writ 
for Miss Goldman, as he would deal ex- 
actly with Miss Goldman as Judge Chetlain 
did with the other prisoners. 

Miss Goldman was represented by Law- 
yers Brown, Geeting, and Saltiel. They 
were busy in the habeas corpus case dur- 
ing the afternoon, but interviewed their 
client in time to appear for her in the 
hearing on the matter of bail. 

Mr. Geeting, in pleading for the prisoner, 
said: ‘This matter must be disposed of 
according to well known rules of law. 
When a party is brought into court 
charged with any criminal offense, that 
party has a right to an immediate hear- 
ing. Section 7 of Article II. of the Con- 
stitution of Illinois declares that all per- 
sons shall be bailable by sufficient sureties, 
except for capital offense, where the proof 
is evident and the presumption § great. 
When a person is brought into court on a 
charge, even though it be a capital one, 
it would be bailable, unless there was some 
evidence given before the court to show 
that the proof was evident and the pre- 
sumption great. 

In deciding the case the Court said: 

“While this morning I was inclined to 
believe that the defendant might be entitled 
to bail, considering the condition that the 
President is now in, at that time, of course, 
1 did not know that there was any pro- 
ceeding pending, or that it was going to be 
taken to a higher court. Of course this 
present defendant is in charge, just the 
same as all the rest of them. She is 
charged jointly with them in conspiracy. 
The case being taken to a superior court, I 
do not feel as if I should now take any 
action which might be contrary to the 
decision to be arrived at by the upper 
eourt, or that would in any way influence 
the court in the matter there pending. 

“That being the case, feeling as I do, 
and with the understanding that I had 
with counsel this morning, that if Judge 
Chetlain admitted the other defendants to 
bail, or if anything was done I would do 
the same, I still say that I will remand this 
defendant, and if Judge Chetlain at 11 
o'clock Friday morning shall admit these 
prisoners to bail, I will immediately send 
for Miss Goldman, or at whatever time I 
hear of it, and will do the same; that is, 
I will admit her to bail the same as the 
upper court. 

“IT think that is all I could be asked to 
do under the circumstances. Judge Chet- 
lain being my superior, I feel that I should 
take no action in this case until he has 
acted in the matter.”’

EXPELLED AND DENOUNCED. 


Baltimore’s Union League Club Re- 
sents His Comment on Shooting 
of President McKinley.

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 11.—The Board 
of Governors of the Union League Club to- 
nignt expelled United States Senator Well- 
ingtcn from membership. Their action was 
subsequently ratified unanimously in a 
mass meeting of the members of the club 
by a rising vote. 

Among those urging the resolution and 
denouncing Senator Wellington were sev- 
eral members of the Legislature that sent 
Wellington to the Senate.

NO BLOOD POISONING. 

At the conclusion of the 
of the physicians the doctors gave another 
extremely gratifying report of their 
tient's progress. The physicians did not 
begin to leave the Milburn residence until 
shortly before 11 o'clock. The reports 
which they had to communicate could hard- 
ly have been more gratifying than y they 
were. Dr. Wasdin and Dr. Mynter came 
out together. The latter was hemmed in on 
all sides by the newspaper men. 

Good news, good news,” he _ cried; 
‘nothing but good news. We have washed 
and fed the President, and moved him to 
another bed." 

“Is he still improving?’ 

‘He is: and to prove it I desire to say 
that a count of his blood shows that it is 
in a normal condition, and we feel that we 
ean announce definitely that there is not 
the least indication of blood poisoning.” 

He referred the reporters to Dr. Wasdin 
of the Marine Hospital Service, who was 
standing ‘at his side, for a scientific inter- 
pretation. The latter explained that a 
count of the blood was a microscopic deter- 
of the relative number of white 
and red corpuscles in the .blood to deter- 
mine whether inflammation of any sort 
existed. An increase of white corpuscles, 
relatively speaking, would show inflamma- 
tion and deterioration of the blood that 
might indicate peritonitiis, a blood poison- 
ing. 

He said that this morning a few drops 
of blood were taken from the lobe of the 
ear and microscopically counted under his 
direction. ‘‘ We found,” said he, “‘ that the 
number of white corpuscles was just about 
normal, while the red cells were slightly 
below normal, due to Insufficient nutrition 
since the operation The count was not 
made,” continued Dr. Wasdin, ‘to verify 
the fact that blood poisoning did not exist, 
of which we felt certain, but to remove 
every shade of doubt. The result is that 
we fee] safe in announcing that not a trace 
of blood poisoning, peritonitis, or inflam- 
mation exists. The test could not have 
been more satisfactory.” 

“Is the President out of danger?” 

“No, I would not say that. He is a very 
sick man, but his condition under the cir- 
cumstances could not be better. That 
much I will say emphatically.” 

“Was any trace of pus found in the ex- 
terior wound?” 

**Not a particle. » Pus means the exist- 
enee of an abscess, and there is not a sug- 
gestion of pus about the President's body.” 

The bulletin which followed on the heels 
of Dr. Wasdin’s statement officially con- 
firmed what he had sald.

a while longer than the other physicians, | 
leaving shortly after 11 o'clock. 

He confirmed the statements made in the 
bulletin to the effect that the examination | 
of the President's blood showed no evi- | 
dence of blood poisoning; nor, he added, did | 
it show any signs of peritonitis. While the 
examination of the blood was not made to | 
determine the latter fact, yet it would un- 
mistakably have shown it had there been 
peritonitis. The examination was simply a 
way of testing the condition of the Presi- 
dent's blood. 


AN IMPORTANT FACTOR. 


Dr. McBurney laid particular stress on 
the fact that the President is able to take 
a great deal of nourishment, which was 
an important factor in the treatment of 
his case. It was this one thing needed to 
strengthen and build him up after the ter- 
rible ordeal which has so weakened him. 
He is now taking about an ounce of beef 
juice every hour, and so far the stomach 
has not rejected any of it. In addition to 
this nourishment in the shape of egg is ad- 
ministered through the rectum. The wound 
also which it was found necessary to re- 
dress last night is progressing satisfactor- 
ily, and Dr. McBurney said it had improved 
very much. The doctor apparently felt 
very much elated over the progress the 
President is making toward recovery, and 
in response to an inquiry as to whether he 
believed Mr. McKinley would recover,gsmil- 
ingly replied, *‘ Oh, yes.”’ 

The doctor will remain over to-night and 
attend the consultations of the physicians 
to-morrow. The time of his departure has 
not been definitely determined. 

Dr. Mann, who has attended every con- 
sultation of the physicians, was not pres- 
ent to-night, feeling that his attendance 
Was unnecessary. 

Dr. Park also expressed his satisfaction 
at the condition shown by the President 
and at the manner in which his system 
was responding to treatment. All the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet now in the city, includ- 
ing Secretaries Root, Wilson, Hitchcock, 
and Postmaster General Emory Smith, 
were again at the Milburn mansion to- 
night, and remained until after the con- 
sultation of the physicians was conciuded. 
They are highly elated over the favorable 
developments in the President's case, and 
Secretary’ Root is so sanguine of the future 
that he has determined to leave the city 
to-morrow. He will take the 1 o'clock 
train for New York City. 


NOT A TRACE OF 
BLOOD POISONING. 


After Night Consultation the President’s 
Physicians Give Most Favorable. 


Reports of His Condition. 


BUFFALO, Sept. 11.—The condition of 
the President has continued favorable 
throughout to-day, and nothing occurred 
to shake the faith the attending surgeons 
and physicians have expressed that he 
will recover. After a consultation to-night 
the physicians announced that a micro- 
scopical exammation of blood taken from 
the President showed no trace of blood 
poisoning. The distinguished patient was 
bathed, fed, and put in a fresh bed. The 
danger from two sources was pro- 
nounced practically over. The holes 
in the stomach caused by the perfora- 
tion by the bullet are now considered 
healed, Dr. McBurney and his asso- 
ciates state, and the eminent New York 
surgeon pointed to the fact that the beef 
juice, fed to the patient last night through 
the mouth, was readily digested, as proof 
of this. Sufficient time has also elapsed 
to warrant the doctors in asserting that 
the danger of inflammation where the 
bullet lodged has disappeared. 

It is believed that the ball has now be- 
come encysted in the muscles of the back, 
and, unless its location should prove 
troublesome later on, there will never be 
any necessity for removing it. Dr. Mann, 
in speaking in regard to this to-day, said 
he knew a man who lived for years with a 
bullet in the muscles of his heart. 

The attention of the physicians 
therefore mainly directed to the care and 
treatment of the wound caused by the 
incision made in the abdomen above the 
navel when the operation was performed. 
This wound is progressing satisfactorily. 

** Decided benefit followed the dressing 
of the wound last night,"" is the way the 
doctors put it officially. The slight alarm 
which followed the announcement at mid- 
night last night of the opening of the 
wound was dissipated when fuller details 
of its insignificant character and im- 
portance were obtained. 

Another milestone passed 
to recovery was the discontinuance to-day 
by the doctors of the figures showing 
respiration variations in their official bul- 
letins.

HE RELISHES FOOD. 


The President now breathes deeply and 
normally, and the addition of the respira- 
tion record to the bulletin was considered 
valueless. The President's pulse was 
slightly accelerated in the afternoon, but 
the change was not deemed material, and 
his temperature remained practically sta- 
tionary at 100.2 from daylight until dark. 
The evidences of tmprovement were the 
President’s keen relish of the beef juice 
given him during the night and the in- 
crease in his allowance from one to three 
teaspoonfuls, and also the fact that the 
wound is becoming ‘‘ more healthy.’ These 
two words of the afternoon bulletins fur- 
nish the only vague note in the official 
record for the day. 

But even the possibility that there was 
anything serious behind this disturbing 
hint faded away when Dr. McBurney sub- 
sequently explained that the slight irrita-

NO CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY. 


Ti can be stated again in the most positive 
marner that there is no conflict of author- 
ity between the State and Federal! authori- 
ties for the possession of the prisoner. The 
members of the Cabinet, Attorney General 
Knox and Secretary Gage, as well as those. 
who are here, are unanimously of the opin- 
ion that Czolgosz’s offense is against the 
State of New York and Erie County, and 
that there is no Federal statute to cover 
the case. District Attorney Penney con- 
sulted Secretary Root to-day as to proced- 
ure. He did not seek Mr. Root’s opinion as 
Secretary of War, but as one of the ablest 
lawyers in New York State. It is under- 
stocd that the local authorities are only 
awaiting the result of the shot to formulate 
their charge against the assailant of the 
President. 

After the afternoon bulletin Secretary 
Hay announced that he felt warranted in 
leaving for Washington, and he left to- 
night for the capital. 

After the Cabinet conference in the Glen- 
ny house, the members crossed to the resi- 
dence of Mr. Sprague, where they had 
luncheon. Gov. Yates of Illinois and State 
Senator Templeton, Chairman of the Expo- 
sition Commission of Illinois, called to pay 
their respects and also to advise with Sec- 
retary Cortelyou as to the propriety of pro- 
ceeding with the arrangements for Illinois 
Day at the exposition, which was set for 
next Monday. Secretary Cortelyou advised 
them not to disturb the original programme. 
He told them it was the President's own 
desire that none of the features of the ex- 
position should be disturbed by his illness, 
and assured them that there would be not 

the slightest impropriety in going ahead 
with the arrangements. Acting upon this 
suggestion, Gov. Yates and Senator Temple- 
ton telegraphed to Illinots that Illinois Day 
will be held as planned, next Monday. 


NARRATIVE OF THE DAY, 


At 8:30 o'clock the physicians began ar- 
riving for the morning consultation. Dr. 
Mynter was the first to appear. 
followed by Dr. Park, Dr. McBurney, and 
Dr. Mann. They had not- been sent for, 
but came in accordance with the usual 
understanding that a consultation would 
be held at 8:30, preparatory to the 9 o'clock 
bulletin. 

The conference broke up at 9:15, and five 
minutes later Dr. Mynter left the house. 
“It is all good news,” said he. “ The 
action we took last night has proved bene- 
ficial, and I feel more confidence in the 


President's recovery than at any time since 


he was shot. Everything is favorable, and 
we have tripled the amount of nourish- 
ment, giving him now three teaspoonfuls 
of beef juice every hour instead of one. 
But the President's recovery will be slow. 
All talk of him sitting up in a few days 
and leaving Buffalo in a week is nonsense, 
I shall be satisfied if he can be moved in 
six weeks.” 

Dr. Mynter said that Dr. Mann had taken 
out the stitches in the wound last night. 
He described the necessity for the action 
as an irritation of the skin not unusual 
in such cases. He said, generally speaking, 
that the President was doing excellently. 
He drank water freely, passed it freely, 
and the condition of his bowels was sat- 
isfactory. 

Dr. Roswell Park, who came from the 
keuse two minutes later, gave the most 
pesitive assurances of satisfaction at the 
ccerditilion of affairs. 


“SECONDARY OPERATION.” 


“What was done last night,” said he, 
“should not be called ‘secondary opera- 
tien,’ or any ‘ operation’ at all, as it was 
nothing of that kind It was just that 
o:dinary care given to an incision that is 
called for by the requirements of surgery. 
In fact. as affecting the patient, it wag 
little more than opening his vest; so the 
opening of the incision should not be given 
an erroneous interpretation. No one of 
us in particular performed the work, as 
might be the case if anything in the 
nature of an operation had occurred, but 
all of us assisted in what was done. Two 
st'tehes were taken out, but it was not 
necessary to make any new stitches.”’ 

At this moment Mayor Diehl drove up 
and inquired of Dr. Park as to the real 
condition of affairs. 

“It could not be better,” answered Dr. 
Park in most positive manner. “ The 
President is doing well, and everything fol- 
lowing what was done last night has been 
most natural and satisfactory.” 

Continuing, Dr. Park said: ‘*' No anaes- 
thetics were necessary, or even thought 
of, as the course adopted was entirely too 
unimportant for anything of that kind. 
There has been no resort to any artificial 
The President was of course 
perfectly conscious and calm, and there 
was not the slightest depression follow- 
ing the incident.” 

Dr. Park was asked as to the operation 
of the bowels, following the first adminis- 
tration of beef juice by the mouth last 
night. 

“ The results have been excellent,’’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘ and this morning we have increase@ 
the quantity of beef juice fed by the mouth, 
The bowels have moved, showing that the 
natural digestive processes are operating, 
and that the wounds in the side of the 
stomach are not Interfering with the proper 
assimilation of food going into it." 


BULLETINS PERFECTLY FRANK. 


Drs. McBurney and Mann left the house 
together at 10:08. Dr. McBurney indicated 
not the slightest anxiety, and he expressed 
surprise when informed that alarmist sto- 
ries had followed the issuance of last 
night's bulletin. ‘“‘I think the bulletin was 
perfectly frank,” said he. ‘‘ We all united 
in the assurance that no complications 
could follow.” 


Dr. McBurney then explained the char- 
acter of the irritation which had made the 
reopening of the incision necessary. “It 
was caused,” said he, “just as we stated, 
by the fact that a piece of the President's 
coat was carried into the body by the bul- 
let—not far, not oyer an inch. The bullet 
then slipped on through the fat. The frag- 
ment of the coat was, of course, removed 
when the operation was performed, but 
every surgeon understands that even 
though every foreign particle is removed, 
tissues exposed to contamination are apt 
to show irritation. That was so in this 
case. When the stitches were takén out the 
wound opened of itself.” 

In reply to the question: ‘“‘ Was any for- 
eign substance found within?"’ Dr. McBur- 
ney replied: ** Not a particle. The wound 
was not again sewed up," he added. “It wili 
close and heal by granulation.” 

“Is the opening of wounds after such 
an operation unsual?"’ he was asked. 

“Not in gunshot wounds where foreign 
substances can be carried into the body,”

HE COULD BE MOVED AT ONCE. 


When asked as to when the President 
could be moved, he said that no such ques- 
tion as that had arisen. “If it were neces- 
sary,”’ said he, “‘ he could be moved to-day. 
He could be placed in an ambulance, taken 
to the train, placed on a lounge in a special 
ear, and taken to Washington. That is, so 
far as his condition is concerned. But there 
is no reason why he should not enjoy every 
comfort and take his time about it. It will 
not hurt him to remain a few weeks in 
Buffalo." 

Dr. McBurney said 
wounds had healed. That, he said, was 
proved by the manner in which the pa- 
tient had digested the beef juice given to 
He said the President had 
relished the nourishment given him through 
the mouth, and that to-morrow, white of 
egg and perhaps something else would be 
given him. 

Dr. Mann, who performed the original op- 
eration last Friday, and who dressed the 
wound last night, concurred in the confi- 
dence which the other doctors: had ex- 
pressed. 

“What was done last night,” said Dr. 
Mann, ‘“‘ was merely the usual dressing of 
the incision of the abdomen requisite to 
keep it in proper condition. The incision is 
about five inches in length, just above the 
navel, horizontal and in line with the body. 
There no incision. This cut was 
laid open carefully and some antiseptic 
gauze inserted. The results were entirely 
satisfactory and President’s condition 
this morning shows the benefit of what 
‘was done. He is cheerful and confident. 
In fact, he is doing so well that I would 
not be surprised if we let him have a cigar 
before long. As to just when he can be 
moved, that is not being considered, for the 
reason that he ts much better off here than 
he would be in Washington. There the 
weather is intolerable September, but 
here it is cool and bracing, which will count 
much in the stages of convalescence. One 
of the most depressing heat periods I ever 
experienced was in Washington in Septem- 
ber, so that, all things considered, I think 
‘that it will lend much to the President's 
Tecovery to remain where he at least 
until October.” 

Dr. Mann was asked as to the relation of 
the outer incision to the inner wounds of 
the stomach. 

“They are quite separate,” said he. ‘“ The 
wounds of the stomach are those made by 
the bullet, while the outer incision was 
that required by the surgical operation im- 
mediately after the shooting. As to the 
wounds of the stomach, they were closed 
during the operation, and now sufficient 
time has elapsed to permit the sutures to 
heal by natura! processes. 

“That this is progressing nicely is evi- 
dent from the restoration of the normal 
digestive processes. Until last -night we 
had not permitted food to enter the stom- 
ach by way of the mouth. But the admin- 
istration of beef juice has proved so satis- 
factory that we have doubled the amount 
and will add the white of eggs. He is re- 
ceiving as much as three and four tea- 
spoonfuls of beef juice an hour, and this 
will be gradually increased.”’ 

NO FEAR OF THE BULLET. 


When Dr. Mann was asked if the treat- 
ment of the wounds would in any way af- 
fect the course to be pursued as to extract- 
ing the bullet, he replied, “‘ Not at all; 
there is no need of extracting the bullet. I 
have known a man who carried a bullet in 
the muscles of his heart. In this case the 
bullet is encysted by this time, and it is 
not a feature of the case to give further 
ooncern.”’ 

Some slight uncasiness was manifested 
after the doctors assembled for the after- 
noon consultation by the spread of rumors 
that the President was worse, but reports 
were dispelled by Dr. Park, who was tho 
first of the doctors to leave the house. He 
said everything continued favorable and 
the President was still gaining. 

“Is he out of danger?’ he was asked. 

‘**A man is not safe from the train until 
he is out of the carshed,"’ the distinguished 
surgeon smilingly replied. Continuing, he 
said that there was absolutely nothing to 
cause alarm. ‘ 

“The incident of last night,’’ sail he, 
“was insignificant. In an ordinary 
pital it would not be mentioned in the his- 
tory of the case. We debated the matter, 
however, and decided that as we had prom- 
ised to be entirely frank with the public we 
would stand by our pledges.’ 

The 3:30 o'clock bulletin, which eppeared 
a few minutes later, at 4:10, out all 
Dr, Park had said, and was even more 
roseate than he had indicated. Che tem- 
perature had fallen since the morning balk 
leiin was issued and the distinct statement 
Was made that “ The Presilent concinués 
to gain and the wound is becoming more 
healthy.” 

CABINET GRATIFIED.

STONE NOT AN ANARCHIST. 


Man Arrested in Camden, N. J., in Con- 
nection with Buffalo Crime Set 
at Liberty. 

CAMDEN, N. J., Sept. 11.—Ethelbert 
Stone, who was arrested here last night on 
the charge of ‘‘ aiding and abetting in the 
attempted assassination of President Mc- 
Kinley,’’ was released late this afternoon. 
He says he is not an Anarchist and never 
had any intercourse with the " Reds.’ He 
insists that he was always a Republican 
and that he voted for President McKinley. 
He admits having remarked on Friday, the 
day on which the President was shot, that 
he would not be surprised if McKinley was 
killed, but he says he was only joking when 
he made the remark, and had not the 
slightest idea of how near his words were 
to come true. 

Secret Service Agent Griffin received a 
message from Chief Wilkie at Washington 
instructing him to examine Stone. Griffin 
visited the prisoner and remained closeted 
with him for an hour and a half. After the 
examination Griffin said there was nothing 
in the case. 


CALLED ANARCHIST; USED RAZOR. 
Pella Condomenico, thirty-six years old, 
of 599 East Eighty-fourth Street, was 
locked up in the Tremont Station last night 
for cutting John Alphonso, thirty years old, 
of One Hundred and Eighty-fourth Street 
and Hoffman Street, in the throat with a 
razor. Alphonso was: taken to the Ford- 
ham Hospital with a gash across his throat, 
and may die. He and Condomenico had a 
fight about the attempted assassination of 
President McKinley, each accusing the 
other of being an Anarchist. 

The men, who are laborers, met near a 
saloon at One Hudred and Eighty-seventh 
Strect and Arthur Avenue and began talk- 
ing about the shooting of the President. 
Then they talked of Anarchists, and, be- 
coming angry, accused each other of being 
in collusion with Anarchists. Condomenico 
at last drew a razor, cut Alphonso in the 
throat, and then ran, 

Alphonso followed with blood running 
down his clothing and as he ran he left a 
trail of blood. Policemen Gribben and 
O'Rourke pursued Condomenico through to 
Webster Avenue, where they arrested him, 


Poles to Denounce Czolgosz’s Act. 

Czolgosz will be denounced and a mes- 
sage of sympathy sent to President Mc- 
Kinley by the Poles of this city. They are 
to have a mass meeting at 8 o'clock to 
morrow night in Krywaczy’s Hall, 74 East 
Fourth Street, and sixty different Polish 
societies will be represented by delegates. 
The meeting, however, will not be re- 
stricted to Poles, for all eitizens who abhor 
the assassin's act are invited to attend. 
There will be numerous speeches at the 
meeting. The Poles of the city are em- 
phatic in denying that Czolgosz is one of 
their compatriots, as he claims. 


Letter Returned to Czolgosz.

CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—The police have 
learned of a letter that was written by 
Czolgosz to a man named John Krunick at 
2226 Oakley Avenue. There is no such ad- 
dress. The letter was mailed in Buffalo 
shortly before the attempted assassination, 
and yesterday the Post Office Department 
returned it to Czolgosz. It is said that on 
Monday a man called at a drug store near 
the address given and by telephone asked 
the Chicago Post Office to forward any 
mail for the Oakley Avenue house to some 
other address, The letter had already been 
returned to Buffalo. The police are trying 
to locate Krunick. 


Czolgosz May Be Moved. 
BUFFALO, Sept. 11.—Czolgosz is still in 
the police lock-up, but will probably be re- 
moved shortly to the Erie County jail. 


The latter offers special advantages in 
connection with his arraignment, for it is 
connected by tunnel with the City Hall, 
where the courts are located, and privacy 
and secrecy in handling him are assured. 


Czolgosz’s Sympathizer Punished, 
CASPER, Wyo., Sept. 11.—Hans Wagner, 
who is said to have expressed sympathy 


with Czolgosz, was to-day tarred and feath- 
ered and ridden out of town on a rail.

ECHO OF A BANK FAILURE. 


Vice President of Emporia Inatitution 
Indicted as Embezzler. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WICHITA, Kan., Sept. 11.—William Mar- 
tindale, Vice President of the defunct First 
Naticnal Bank of Emporia, was indicted to- 
day by the Grand Jury in the United States 
Distri¢t Court on eighteen separate counts. 
It is said that his irregularities in the sec- 
ond charge amount to more than $100,000, 
E. P. Moxey, an expert accountant in the 
Department of Justice, has been at work 
on the books of the bank for the last sixty 
davs, and his report alleges irregularities 
and the embezzlement of funds by Martin- 
dale. He alleges than on one occasion Mar- 
tindale appropriated $6,000 tg his personal 
use, and $2,600 at another ‘time, besides 
smaller amounts which will aggregate over 
$100,000, At the time the bank failed, Nov. 
16, 1808, Martindale was indicted on eight- 
een counts for the embezzlement of $100,000 
of the bank's funds. The case is still pend- 
ing. Soon after C. 8. Cross, President of 
the bank, committed suicide by shooting 
himself.

Escapes Paying an Assessment.

YACHT RAPIDAN ASHORE 
OFF CAPE HENLOPEN 


Owned by Robert Hall McCormick 
—Will Be a Wreck. 


Rough Time at Sea After Leaving New 
York—Ran Into a Gale. 


CAPE HENLOPEN, Del., Sept. 11.—The 
handsome steam yacht Rapidan, owned by 
Robert Hall McCormick, of Chicago, went 
ashore on the point off here late last night. 
and probably will become a total wreck. 
Two guests, the Captain, and a crew of 
seven men landed in surfboats after con- 
siderable difficulty. 

The Rapidan, with Mr. McCormick and a 
party on board, left Chicago some time 
ago to attend the trial races of the Con- 


stitution and Columbia at Newport, R. IL. 
The trip was made through the _ lakes. 
After the races the yacht was taken to 
New York, where the party split up, some 
going to Cape May, N. J., direct by rail. 
guests preferred to remain on the 
yacht and go to Cape May by water. The 
Rapidan left New York on Monday, and 
on that night, while steaming south, off 
Barnegat, ran into a northeast gale, Capt. 
Wallace thought it unsafe to keep close 
to the shore, so decided to go to sea. The 
yacht had a rough time of it, and became 
short of coal. The Captain then made for 
the Delaware Breakwater, but was either 
blown out of his course or lost his bear- 
ings, and the yacht went ashore on the 
point of the cape, which is fourteen miles 
across the entrance to Delaware Bay from 
Cape May. The Cape Henlopen life savers 
saw the vessel and attempted to take those 
on board off by means of the breeches 
buoy, but the sea was too rough. A surf- 
boat was launched, and with great diffi- 
culty the guests and the crew were safely 
landed. 

The Rapidan is pounding badly on the 
beach to-night, and the prospects of saving 
her are not bright. A tug is near here and 
will attempt to float her after the storm 
lets up, if she does not, in the meantime, 


go to pieces. 

The Rapidan, which was formerly the 
Catherine C., is handsomely appointed. She 
is 120 feet long, 17 feet beam, and 9 feet 
deep. 


STORM PUTS SCHOONER ASHORE. 


The Lucy W. Snow from Nassau Goes 
Aground at East Moriches, L. I. 
EAST MORICHES, L. I., Sept. 11.—The 
three-masted schooner Lucy W. Snow, 
Capt. Silva, from Nassau, N. P., for Provi- 
dence, R. I, in ballast, came ashore during 
a thunderstorm at 3:30 this morning. She 
lies high up on the beach broadside on. 
The Moriches station life-savers discovered 
and boarded her. The crew of seven men 

remained on the vessel. 

Capt. Silva says he struck a heavy thun- 
derstom early this morning.

ENTOMBED MINERS FOUND. 


Three Months After Explosion at Port 
Royal, Rescue Party Finds 
Seven Bodies. 


CONNELLSVILLE, Penn., Sept. 11.—The 
long-continued efforts of the daring rescue 
party at Port Royal were crowned with 
success to-day. Seven of the thirteen bod- 
ies that have been entombed since June 10, 


when the explosion in the coal mine of the 
Pittsburg Coal Company took place, were 
recovered and brought to the bottom of 
No. 1 shaft. There is little doubt but that 
the remaining six bodies will be reached 
to-morrow. The rescue party was headed 
by Inspector Charlton Dixon; other mem- 
bers of the party were Superintendent Ben- 
jamin Foreday of McDonald, John W. 
Hindamarsh, Superintendent of Port Roy- 
al; Charles F, McKay, mine foreman; Will- 
iam C. Stratton, civil engineer; Andrew 
Yates, mine boss at Laurel Hill No. 2; 
Thomas O'Donnell, Emmanuel Cornelll, and 
two laborers, 

The party proceeded down No. 20 entry, 
which they found free from gas, except 
in one place, where a pocket had collected 
near the arched roof. Here the brave 
men crawled on their hands and knees. 
Where the tracks curve from No. 20 en- 
try to No. 5 face the first of the bodies 
were sighted. The death chamber was at 
last opened, and the secret kept closed for 
three months brought to Hight. Side by side 
were the first two bodies. 

The rescue party proceeded about fifty 
feet further, when another body was found. 
This was near a partly finished brattice. 
In one hand a hatchet was grasped, while 
in the other was a rusty saw. he miner 
had evidently been surprised at his work 
by the second explosion. More than a 
hundred feet beyond this man the four 
others were found in a group. They had 
evidently fallen at the same time, for their 
bodies were quite close together., In the 
hand of each was a safety lamp. Some lay 
on their faces and some on their sides. At 
the end of the room the gas was encoun- 
tered and the men returned. None of the 
bodies was identified. 





DEFIED CANADIAN AUTHORITY. 


Capt. Barry Refuses to Pay Damages 
Done to a Bridge by His Boat.

PORT COLBORNE, Ontario, Sept. 11.—

The 
Canadian Government wants $500 from 
Capt. Barry for damage done to a railroad

Orders came from the Superintendent of 
the canal to hold the steamer until the 
damages were paid. Capt Barry refused to 
pay any attention to the demand. The of- 
ficers of the Petrel were requested to hoid 
the Hartford. Capt. Barry cut the lines 
holding the Hartford to the pler and 
steamed away.

BROOKLYN WAREHOUSE 


Compartment of the Red Hook 
Stores Burned Out. 


Firemen Had to Cut Rivets from the 
Shutters Before They Could 
Fight the Fire, 


One compartment of the big five-story 
storage warehouse known as the Red Hook 
Stores, owned by the New York Warehouse 
Company, at the foot of Van Brunt Street, 
Brooklyn, was burned out last night. The 
building fronts for on the street 
and extends back 300 feet to the water. It 
was filled with cotton, and that the whole 
was not destroyed is due to the fact that 


it was divided into three compartments, 
known as Compartment A, B, and C, each 
scparated from the other by twenty-inch 
brick walls. 

The fire was discovered at 10:30 last night 
in Compartment B, but when the firemen 
arrived they found it necessary to cut off 
the rivets before they could open the mass- 
ive iron shutters. This done, the interior 
of the compartment was seen to be a fur- 
nace of blazing cotton from the ground 
to the roof, and a glance was enough to 
show that not a single bale could be saved. 
Four alarms were turned in, bringing to 
the scene fourteen en es, the fireboats 
Seth Low and David Boody, five hook 
and ladder trucks, Chief Croker's 
searchlight engine. 

Soon torrents of water were being poured 
on the blaze, but with little effect. The 
smoke was so dense that the searchlig 
engine was brought into play as soon as 
the firemen began their battle, but the re- 
sult Was a grave disappointment to them, 
for powerful as the electric rays were, they 
could not penetrate the dense vell suffi- 
clently to be of the least practical aid to 
the firemen. It was said that the blaze 
would continue until morning, no matter 
what efforts might be put forth, and the 
most conservative estimate of the damage 
was $100,000. Some good authorities placed 
the loss at $250,000. These figures, too, are 
based on the assumption that the ehick 
partition walls would save the other com- 
partments, both of which were filled to 
their utmost capacity with baled cotton. 


FIVE FIREMEN OVERCOME.

Serious Consequences Follow a Fierce 
Blaze on Broadway. 

Five firemen were overcome by gas and 
foul smoke in a fire in the basement of 
862 Broadway at 6 o'clock last evening, 
about half an hour after a fire had taken 
place in the Everett House, in Union 
Square, 100 yards away. The firemen were 
revived, but one was seriously overcome. 
He is Francis McGuire of Engine 72. 

The ground floor and basement of the 
building are occupied by Herbert L. Green- 
baum, a dealer in antiques, silks, embroid- 
eries, and rugs. The basement has only 
one outlet, a small on Broadway. 
There was so little fresh air in the base- 


ment that the firemen thought the fire 
was caused by spontaneous combustion in 
the rubbish. 

Policeman Sloan of the Broadway Squad 
discovered smoke coming from the cellar, 
sent in an alarm, and the firemen soon 
responded. Capts. Shea and Kenlan and 
Firemen McGuire, Miller, and McCue went 
into the cellar at once. A gas pipe broke 
and gas escaped freely and mixed with the 
other odors in the cellar, and the firemen 
were overcome. Every one of them fell on 
the floor, Capt. Shea last. He had time to 
yell out, ‘‘Help us out,” before he was 
made unconscious. They were finally res- 
cued by four herole policemen. 

The five unconscious men were laid out 
on the sidewalk and all were soon brought 
around except McGuire. He went from un- 
consciousness into delirium. He seemed to 
believe that his mates had been killed and 
he jumped up suddenly, hit the fireman 
next him in the face, and rushed to the 
cellar hole. He peered down and cried out, 
“Too bad,” and then ran 7 and down 
the street, shouting wildly. ive firemen 
restrained him, the man fighting madly. 
Dr. Chittenden gave hitn something which 
calmed him, and after resting till the end 
of the fire, McGuire was taken back to his 
quarters. The other firemen were not bad- 
ly off and same of them worked through 
the fire. 

The blaze reached the back part of the 
ground floor and destroyed some silks and 
embroideries, while smoke injured others 
permanently. The loss is about $2,500.

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“SCHLEY COURT OF INQUIRY 
WILL MEET TO-DAY 


Rear Admiral Howison Will Serve 
Unless Disqualified. 


No Summons Has Been Issued for Ad- 
miral* Sampson—First Witnesses to 
be Called by Schiey.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Rear Admiral 
Howison reported at the Navy Department 
to-day. He said: 

“IT have received no information from of- 
ficial sources, and could not talk if I had. 
All my information is derived from the 
newspapers, and one cannot believe all 
one reads. If the newspapers were to be 
believed the people would think, from re- 
cent statements, that I ought to be in jail. 
I hope they will leave me alone until my 
standing as a member of the court is set- 
tled. I did not know I was a man of so 
much importance until the newspapers be- 
gan to talk about me.” 

Admiral Howison was extremely guarded 
in answering inquiries respecting the court 
of inquiry. He said it would not be proper 
to say anything for publication in advance 
of the meeting of the court as to his own 
intentions or probable line of action of the 
court. It was evident, however, that he 
has not in any degree altered his resolu- 
tion to serve as a member of the court if 
the other members accept his own view as 
to his qualifications. 

Assistant Secretary Hackett expressed re- 
lief at the convening of the court of in- 
quiry. He said: ‘I hope the newspaper 
men will let up on me now.” 

EVERYTHING IN READINESS. 


Everything is ready for the meeting of 
the court. The impression of the Navy 
Department now is that the taking of tes- 
timory will not begin to-morrow, although 
that was the original expectation. A large 
number of witnesses are in -Washington 
ready to take the stand at a moment’s no- 
tice, but formalities are expected to con- 
sume most of to-morrow’'s session, which 
is likely to be short owing to the late hour 
of beginning. No summons has vet been is- 
sued for Admiral Sampson. It is said very 
few formal summonses have been issued by 
the department. The Government officers 
seemingly have no present intention 
calling Admiral Sampson. 

While observing all the forms that 
necessary to maintain the dignity of the 
court, there is no disposition on the part of 
its members to try to magnify its impor- 
tance by useless ceremony. There will be 
no waste of gunpowder in salutes, nor will 
the marines be turned out in state at the 
Navy Yard as the three Admirals make 
their way to and from the building where 
the court will meet. To-morrow the mem- 
bers of the court will go to the yard in 
plain clothing and thus relieve the com- 
mandant of the necessity of ordering an of- 
ficial salute. In the commodious retiring 
room adjacent to the courtroom provided 
for their accommodation they will array 
themselves in what is known as the naval 
dress uniform. This is not what is known 
as ‘special full dress,” The main differ- 
ence consists in the elimination of the 
cocked hat. Instead of the cocked hat Ad- 
miral Dewey and his fellow-members will 
wear simple naval caps. For officers of 
their rank, however, = cap is almost in- 
trusted with gold save on top. They will 
Wear the navai frock coat, gold epaulets,

Next will come the most interesting 
part of the day's proceedings, namely, 
the challenging by Admiral Schley’s coun- 
sel of the competency of Rear Admiral 
Howison as a member of the court. They 
will reiterate the charge that Admiral 
Howison had expressed an opinion adverse 
to Admiral Schely, and it will be the ob- 


ject of counsel to support this charge by 
affidavits, and perhaps by oral testimony. 
It is for the court to say whether such tes- 
timony will be admitted. The expe -ctation 
is that an hour or two will be consumed in 
argument by counsel directed to two mem- 
bers of the court whose compete ney is not 
questioned. 

Rear Admirals Dewey and Benham then 
will retire and determine whether or not 
the statements presented are sufficient to 
make manifest the incompetency of Rear 
Admiral Howison. There will be no appeal 
from the decision of the court on. this 
point. Even the Secretary of the Navy 
could not undo its work ‘ 

Admiral! Schley's counsel during the even- 
ing completed the formal challenge to Ad- 
miral Howison. This is a very brief doeu- 
ment, and according to counse! wili be sup- 
ported by several witnesses who -~will be 
ready to appear to-morrow, including Mr 
Frost of The Boston Record, which printed 
the alleged interview of Admiral Howison. 
The names of the other witnesses who are 
expected by the Schley counsel to substan- 
tiate the authenticity of the Howison inter- 
view and who are e xpected to arrive in the 
city by to-morrow morning are withheld 
pending their appearance before the. court. 
Couusel during the evening examined 
George E. Graham of Albany, N. ., the 
newspaper correspondent who was on Ad- 
miral Schley's flagship during the Santiago 
campaign, and went over the lines of his 
testimony with him. 

SCHLEY’S FIRST WITNESS. 

Capt. Francis A. Cook, who commanded 
the Brooklyn during the West Indian cam- 
paign, probably will be the first witness. 
The headquarters of Admiral Schley were 
a scene of great activity to-day. Up to 
noon five of the witnesses named by the 
Admiral had been in consultation with 
Messrs. Wilson and Rayner, and had in- 
formed them of the line of testimony 
which can be expected from them when 
called before the court. They were Lieut. 
Edward W. Eberle, Lieut. Albert A. Acker- 
man, Lieut. Johnson, and Lieut. Comman- 
der R. F. Nicholson, all of whom were on 
the Oregon during the Santigo sea fight, 
{the last named being the executive officer 
of the vessel during the battle,) and Liéut, 
Charles Webster, who was on Admiral 
Schley's flagship, “the Brooklyn, during the 
fight. A number of civilian witnesses also 
were closeted with the counsel during the 
morning, but their names were not dis- 
closed. 

This afternoon additional witnesses were 
examined, and Admiral Schley and _ hie 
counsel say they are in complete readiness 
for the opening of what is looked on a: 
one of the greatest naval trials in his- 
tory.

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HAS ENOUGH MEN 
TO START THE MILLS 


Steel Company Determined to Re- 
sume Operations at Once. 


Injunction Against Strikers Will Be Ap- 
plied for If There Is Violence, and 
Aid of Militia Invoked, if 
Necessary. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 11.—The New 
York Council of/the National Tube Com- 
pany met with the local council at Pitts- 
burg to-day to discuss the strike. It was 
announced that the council voted without 
taking final action and will probably meet 
again to-morrow. It was practically set- 
tled, however, that no long shut-down 
would be tolerated, and that the next at- 
tempt to start will be a determined one. 
This is taken to mean that an injunction to 
protect the employes in store for Mc- 
Keesport and probably a visit from the 
State militia. 

To-night for the first time since the 
strike the steel hoop mill at Monessen is 


running full force, which practically ends 
all semblance of a strike there, Every mill 
in that town is now running day and 
night. 

While stories of a peaceful settlement of 
the strike with the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion were heard with much force and per- 
sistency, President Shaffer continued to 
deny them emphatically. He said that the 
battle of the steel workers would go on 
until they won. He denied that the Execu- 
tive Board had instructed him to settle the 
strike on any terms, and said that he would 
not go to New York or make any further 
peace move for the present. While the 
President of the Amalgamated Association 
was making known how he stood, the offi- 
cialis of the United States Steel Corporation 
were putting forth active efforts to start 
ifs plants. They made special efforts on 
the South Side. The strikers’ pickets were 
held back by a show of police, and a lot of 
previsions, cooking utensils, and cots for 
the men to sleep on were brought into the 
Monongahela piant of the American Tin 
Plate Company. It was officially announced 
at the same time that there was an ample 
number of men ready to enter the plant and 
4 art the mills as soon as they were in read- 
ness, 

About 11 o'clock in the morning a ‘car 
loaded with skilled men for the Star vlant 
arrived in the Union Station. These men 
were taken to the plant without any in- 
terference from the strikers, as none were 
about at the time. Pickets who had been 
guarding the works had gone over to the 
South Side to take part in the movements 
of the strikers there. In the carload were 
about sixty men. They were all men who 
had worked in tin mills, and among them 
were rollers, roughers, and catchers. They 
came from the East. It is said many of 
them had broken away from the ranks of 
the strikers in other mills, seeking work 
here under assumed names. 

With this increased force the Star plant 
is practically filled with skilled men and 
will be able to operate all of the mills 
there on full turns. The efforts of to-day, 
it is believed, have practically ended all 
possibilities of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion ever getting back the Star mills into 
their control, as the men who have gone 
to work there have declared their intention 
of remaining as individuals for all time. 

President Shaffer discussed the trouble 
of yesterday on the South Side and said he 
deplored it sincerely. He further said that 
any member of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion who was guilty of such actions again 
would be dropped from the rolls, as such 
actions only injured the cause and aided 
the combine in its tn The same rule 
would apply to violence in McKeesport. 
Other officials of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation also expressed themselves strongly 
in this matter. Secretary Willlams said he 
would send out the second installment of 
strike benefits during the day, and would 
have them all out during the week. 

The number to receive benefits is 10,000. 
This will require about $40,000 weekly. It 
is claimed that the Amalgamated treasury, 
reimbursed by the lodges whose members 
are at work, will be able to meet the pay- 
ments with the aid of funds contributed 
by sympathizers. 

The Hungarian strikers at 
heid an indignation meeting to-night and 
decided tHat if they could not draw bene- 
fits sure and quickly they would draw ont 
of the strike. Strike leaders have tried 
every means to appease their anger, but 
the result is doubtful. Fires in the Monon- 
gahela Steel Works, which were scheduled 
lo start to-day, have been drawn. 

All repairs are suspended and the men 
sent home Fires are still on in the Na- 
tional Tube mill, and the report of indefi- 
nite shut-down cannot be confirmed. The 
Demmler mill is working smoothly, with 
one-sixth capacity, and small increase each 
day in number of employes. Pittsburg, Mc- 
Keesport, and Youghiogheny Railroad de- 
tectives were driven off the tracks near the 
mill to-day by a crowd of strikers, whom 
they had ordered off the company's prop- 
erty. Thomas Ennis an old man em- 


ployed at the tube works, was badly beat- 
en on his way to the mill to- day. 

A telegram from Newcastle to-night says 
a party of fourteen Amalgamated men 
from that city departed this evening for 
some unknown point. They told friends 
they were going to take places in the Star 
mill at Pittsburg, but it is also rumored 
that their real destination was Elwood, 
Ind., where an attempt is soon to be made 
to operate the plant. Local strikers are in- 
dignant at the defection, while others re- 
fuse to believe that the men really intend- 
ed taking the places of strikers. 

The strikers are growing ugly, and nu- 
merous assaults have been reported within 
the last forty-eight hours, This morning 
Mrs. Peter Snyder was assaulted by a for- 


eigner while carrying luncheon to her hus- 
band in the National Rolling Mill. Her 
dress was torn and the dinner pail carried 
off. Mike Culovitch, who, with his twenty 
boarders. worked in the tube mill, was at- 
tacked this morning and warned that his 
house would be burned if he did nqt stop 
working.

"TENDERNESS IN HOSPITALS. 


Dr. Fairbairn Tells the ‘Superintendents’ 
Convention that it Is Badly Needed. 
Delegates to the third annual conference 
of the Association of Hospital Superintend- 
ents, meeting at the Murray Hill Hotel 
yesterday, heard various reforms urged in 
papers read by Byron M. Child, Superin- 
tendent of the State and Alien Poor of the 
State Board of Charities, on ‘“ The Relation 
of the State to the Hospital’’ and by Dr. 
H. A. Fairbairn on ‘* The Hospital from 
the Standpoint of the Visiting Physician.’ 
Mr. Child urged that : was the duty of thie 
supreme governmental authority to see that 
all hospitals were properly built and con- 
ducted, and he and those who followed him 
in discussion agreed that State supervision 
has not always been all it should be. Dr. 
Leroy of the Hospital for Ruptured and 
Crippled, said, that the last Inspector sent 
to that institution by the State Board was a 
girl about twenty-one years old, whose mis- 
sion it was to examine the architecture, 
engineering, and sanitary appliances. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Leroy, she soon made it evi- 
dent that she knew nothing about any one 
of those subjects. : 

Dr. Fairbairn called for more courtesy 
and tenderness in hospital administration, 
for private rooms for the dying, and less of 
a tendency to hurry away conyalescents. 
Committees of citizens, he thought, should 
look after hospital appropriations and hos- 
pitals be taken out of politics. 

An invitation to hold next year’s confer- 
ence in Philadelphia was unanimously ac- 
cepted. 


BIG LIBRARY FOR ‘BROOKLYN. 


Plans on Foot for Providing an Elab- 
orate Central Building. 


In an interview last night, Prof. Frank- 
lin W. Hooper, a Director of the Brooklyn 
Public Library, said that there would prob- 
ably be an agreement between the Long 
Island Historical Society, the Brooklyn 


Library, and the Brooklyn Public Library 
to proceed under one management in order 
that Brooklyn might be able to accept the 
offer otf Andrew Carnegie. Mr. Carnegie 
proposes to provide funds for the erection 
of a central library building for Brooklyn. 
Prof. Hooper said: ‘ It the three libraries 
will unite and form a large library interest 
for the benefit of the public of Brooklyn, 
Mr. Carnegie agrees to contribute a large 
central library building. A letter from 
Dr. Billings, written from Mr. Carnegie’s 
home in Scotland, setting forth the condi- 
tions of the offer, was read at a meeting 
of the committee of the Brooklyn Public Li- 
brary on Tuesday night. 

I think, from what I have been able to 
learn, that a plan will be adopted to unite 
the Hbraries, that will be satisfactory to 
all concerne ad, and that as a result Mr. Car- 
negzie will give a sufficient sum to build a 
library puiiding yt 

Conferences of delegates of the three bod- 
ies interested have been held, and it is 
thought that the difficulties in the way of 
a combination have been overcome. It is 
proposed to make the central building a 
reference library for students. It is ex- 
pected to obtain a site for the building in 
the most central part of the borough.

A GIGANTIC WAVE 
BOARDS THE OCEANIC 


Big Liner Deluged by Water—A 
Passenger Injured. 


Many Distinguished Voyagers on Board 


—Jefferson M. Levy Talks Politics 
—H. C. Frick on Carnegie.

With her cabins full of people, the big 


White Star liner Dceanic, from Liverpool, 
steamed into port¥yesterday morning after 
a passage that, with the exception of about 
twelve hours, was about as pleasant a 


one as a voyager could wish for. The un- 
pleasant part was due to some rather 
strong head winds and heavy seas that 


the great liner had to contend with on her 
second day out. On that day, which was 
last Thursday, the Oceantc was boarded 


by a huge wave, that, breaking over her 
bows, deluged the deck, knocked down a 
woman in the steerage, and finally wended 
its way into the saloon, where the stew- 
ards lost no time in repairing what little 
damage it did. The woman who was in- 
jured was a Mrs. Mary Radican. She had 
her shoulder dislocated, but was nearly 
wel! when the vessel reaches port, 

As the Oceanic arrived in the vicinity of 
Nantucket Lightship on Tuesday Capt. Cam- 
eron had the vessel steered close enough 
for the observer at that point to report 
his arrival. When the liner was abreast of 
the lightship the latter's Captain through 
a megaphone informed Capt. Cameron that 
President McKinley had been shot at Buf- 
falo on Friday. Before the Nantucket Cap- 
tain could tell him that the President was 
improving every day the Oceanlc was out 
of hailing distance. There was a great deal 
of speculation on board after the news was 


communicated to the passengers as to the 
extent of the President's injuries. Had it 
not been for the fact that the Stars ard 
Stripes flying from the lightship was not 
at half-mast, many of them said that they 
would have undoubtedly thought that the 
President was dead.

The good news he communicated to them 
caused a great deal of rejoicing on board.

After deploring the frightful occurrence at 
Buffalo on Friday, and expressing his de- 
light at the splendid progress the Presi- 
dent was making toward recovery, - Mr. 
Levy, speaking of local affairs, said: 

‘“*T do not believe in the centralization of 
power and the one-man authority. There 
will have to be a change, and it will come. 
Things cannot go on as they are now. For 
one thing, they ought to get rid of corrupt 
officials, then they ought to fire about 380 
per cent..of those drawing salaries; after 
that they should cut down salaries about 45 
per cent. Conditions as they are cannot 
on forever, and changes will have to 
made. I do not belleve in the one-man form 
of government.”

KAISER GREETS THE CZAR 


The Two Emperors Meet on the 
Hohenzoilern. 


FOREIGN MINISTERS PRESENT 


Czar and Kaiser Review German Fleet— 
Former Afterward Visits Four 
of the Warships. 


HELA, Prussia, Sept. 11.—Emperor Will- 
iam and Emperor Nicholas met to-day on 
board the German imperial yacht Hohen- 
zollern. The Kaiser put to sea at 7 o'clock 

> 
in the morning in order to meet the Rus- 
sian imperial yacht Standart, which 

ne 
brought the Czar to German waters. rhe 
Czarina, on the imperial yacht Pole Star, 
did not accompany the Standart, but went 
to Kiel. She will joi the Czar later for 
the visit to France. 

The meeting between the two Emperors 
was favored with perfect weather. The 
Hohenzollern, flying the German and Rus- 
sion imperial standards at the main, wel- 
comed the Standart with an imperial salute, 
which the Standart returned, both crews 
dressing ship, while the bands played the 
Russian and German national anthems. 

Count Plateu, the Kaiser's aide, boarded 
the Standart to escort the Czar, who then 
went on board the Hohenzollern. The 
Kaiser received his imperial visitor at the 
gangway,, where the two monarchs em- 
braced. They then inspected the guard of 
honor together, after which they retired to 
the quarterdeck. They remained in ani- 
mated conversation until luncheon, at 
which the Czar sat on the right of the 
Kaiser and the Grand Duke Alexis on the 
left. The luncheon party included Count 
Lamsdorff, (the Russian Foreign Minister,) 
Count von Biilow, (the German Imperial 
Chancellor,) Count von Eulenberg, Baron 
Freederickz, Count von Schlieffen, Admiral 
von Hoffman, and Admiral von Tirpitz. 

Just as the meal ended Hela was sight- 
ed. The German squadron was drawn up 
in double line, the vessels being decorated 
with bunting and the crews manning their 
sides. The HohenZollern, with their im- 
perial Majesties on the imperial bridge, 
Steamed slowly between the lines, followed 
by the Standart and her escort. The two 
yachts anchored at the heads of the re- 
spective lines, after which the Admirals 
and principal officers of the German squad- 
ron went board the Hohenzollern and 
were presented to the Czar. 

Many private yachts and 
steamers, decorated with flags, 
sea to meet the imperial flotilla, but 
Were all kept at a wide distance from 
Hohenzollern and Standart.

Sept. 11.—It was late before 
the Standart was sighted by the Hohenzol- 
lern.. The delay was due to some slight 
damage to the Russian imperial yacht, and 
it compelled a modification of the day’s 
programme, the projected tactical evolu- 
tions of the German squadron being omit- 
ted, 

The rule excluding from the manoeuvre 
waters all ships not belonging to the squad- 
ron war so rigidly enforced that when the 
steamer Nautilus, with Prince Frederick 
Leopold of Prussia and the officers of the 
Life ‘iussars on board, put to sea it was 
not allowed to approach the warships. 

The German warships were drawn up in 
the bay south of Hela in the following or- 
der: In front was the flagship Kaiser Wil- 
helen II. In the first row were ships of the 
Imperial and Brandenburg types and cruis- 
ers, and in the second row vessels of the 
Saxony and Siegfried type. 

It was 3:50 P. M. before the Czar and 
Kaiser reviewed the fleét. Emperor Will- 
fam, in the uniform of a Russian Admiral, 
stood at salute behind the Czar, who 
wore the uniform of a German Admiral. 
After the inspection the Russian Emperor 
visited the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, 
Vietoria Luise, Kurfurst Friedrich Wil- 
helm, and Kaiser Wilhelm II.

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THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 


Annual Meeting Begins at Glasgow— 
Some of the Important Papers 
to be Read. 
GLASGOW, Sept. 11.—The annual meet- 


ing of the British Association began here 
to-day. 


The annual meeting of the British Asso- 
Clation is the most important event of the 
year in connection with scientific research 
in the United Kingdom. The meetings are 
held in different provincial cities each year, 
and once or twice the association has gone 
to some city outside the United Kingdom, 
but it never meets in London. The Presi- 
dent is invariably a man famous for his 
scientific attainments. This year he is 
Prof. Arthur W. Riicker, Professor of 
Physics at the Royal College of Science, 
London. The address of the President usu- 
ally reviews the world's advance in scien- 
tific knowledge for the year. Occasionally 
Some special subject is chosen. This is the 
case this year, when Prof. Riicker has chos- 
en for his subject the action of molecular 
forces. 

For the meeting this year the buildings 
of Glasgow University have been lent to 
the association, and special arrangements 
have been made by the authorities of the 
Glasgow Exhibition to entertain the visit- 
ors, who number about 2,000. 

It is not anticipated, though sometimes 
there are surprises for the association, that 
any extraordinary scientific discovery will 
be announced at any of this year’s meet- 
ings, but the leading scientists of the 
United Kingdom have prepared papers to 
be read before the various sections, and 
the meeting promises to be quite up to 
the average in interest. A considerable in- 
novation this year is the formation of an 
educational science section. This divides 
the association into eleven sections, the 
others being those for mathematics and 
physics, chemistry, geology, zoology, gea@s- 
raphy, economic science and statistics, en- 
gineering, anthropology, physiology, and 
botany. 

Several Americans are to read papers, one 
of them being Prof. Alleyne Ireland of Chi- 
cago University, who will deal with ** The 
Geographical Limits of Popular Govern- 
ments."’ Dr. Robert Bell, Director of the 
Geological Survey of Canada, sends a pa- 
per upon “‘ The Topography and Physical 
Features of Northern Ontario.”’ The Cana- 
dian Ethnographic Service also sends a re- 
port. 

Lord Kelvin will read a paper on “ The 
Amount of Matter in Inter-Stellar Space,’’ 
Sir Archibald Geikie, the famous geologist, 
will describe an erect tree entombed in 
basalt in the Isle of Mull, and Capt. EB. W. 
Creak, Royal Navy, will exhibit new instfu- 
ments for magnetic research on board ship, 
which are to be used by the National Ant- 
arctic Expedition. 

A paper of peculiar interest to Americans 
will be one to be read by Sir Robert Grif- 
fen, President of the Economic Science and 
Statistics Section. He will discuss ‘ The 
Increase of Population in the Last Cent- 
ury, Especially With Regard to the United 
States,’ commenting at length upon the 
changed relations of European countries to 
the United States in consequence of the 
differences in the increase of their popula- 
tions and the growing dependence of coun- 
tries upon supplies of food imported over 
the sea. 

One of the distinguished scientists who 
will be present is Prof. Joji Satcuria of the 
Imperial University at Tokio, Japan. 


THE FIGHTING IN ARMENIA. 


Belief that Reports Given Out in Con- 
stantinople Indicate More 
Massatres. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Sey t. 10.—Fifty Ar- 
menian revolutionists, according to Turkish 
reports, recently set fire to the Mussulman 
quarters at Mush, Turkish Armenia, where 
fighting afterward occurred, the Armenians 


retiring toward Sassoun. It is also reported 
that Armenians and Turks on Sept. 3 blew 
up the barracks at Sassoun, where 3,000 
troops were stationed, and that a state of 
panic prevailed there in consequence. 

Such Turkish reports have previously 
been forerunners of massacres of Ar- 
menians, and it is generally apprehended by

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VENEZUELAN TROOPS 
READY T0 ATTACK 


Bombardment of La Hacha by 
Navy Said to be On. 


If Venezuelans Are Successful in En- 


gagement Their Numbers Will Be 
Largely Increased by Colom- 
bian Liberals. 


WILLEMSTAD, Island of Curacao, Sent. 
11.—The French cruiser Suchet, which left 
Porto Colombia, near Barranquilla, Sept. 
arrived here yesterday. On her way 
here she stopped at La Hacha, Colombia, a 
town at the mouth of the Rio Hacha, on 
the west side of the Guajira Peninsula, 
about 100 miles northwest of Maracaibo, 
The Suchet brings a report that the steam- 
er Alexandre Bixio landed a thousand Co- 
lombian troops from Barranquilla and Car- 
tagena at La Hacha Sept. 9 The Vene- 
zuelan gunboats Zumbador and Miranda 
and two others were off La Hacha. They 
were visible from the town, the inhabi- 
tants of which daily expected Venezuelan 
troops to be landed at or’near La Hacha. 
The Colombian troops there were awaiting 
an attack. Within the last week the Co- 
lombians at La Hacha have received con- 
siderable reinforcements. 

The Colombian gunboat General Pinzon 
Was seen Sept. 9 off La Hacha, where she 
landed 450 Colombian troops on Sept. 1, but 


immediately upon the arrival of the four 
Venezuelan gunboats the Pinzon put about 
and steamed away. The officers of the 
Suchet believe that fighting is likely to oc- 
cur at La Hacha. 

The French steamer Versailles and the 
German steamer Ascania were both at 
Porto Colombia Sept. 5. Their Captains 
were approached by the Colombian author- 
ities with a proposition to transport 700 
troops to La Hacha. The Versailles asked 
for $5,000 in gold and the Ascania wanted 
$10,000 in gold. The Colombians were un- 
able to pay the amounts demanded. The 
Alexandre Bixio later conveyed the troops. 

The cable between Maracaibo and Cura- 
cao is broken. Maracaibo communicates 
with Caracas only over the Government 
telegraph line, which the public cannot use. 
Nevertheless it is learned on excellent au- 
thority that an expedition, composed of 
1,000 Venezuelan troops, under Davila, the 
Venezuelan leader, which left Porto © 
bello three weeks ago, bound for Mara- 
caibo, and left Maracaibo Sept. 4 on three 
schooners, towed by a@& small steamer, has 
safely landed on the Colombian coast at a 
spot a few miles northeast of La Hacha, 
and that a second expedition, under the 
oe of a Colombian named Castillo, 
composed of Colombian Liberals and Vene- 
zuelan sympathizers, left Maracaibo over- 
land, bound for La Hacha. The present 
whereabouts or expected destination of the 
latter expedition are unknown, but suffi- 
cient time has elapsed since its departure 
to bring the expedition near La Hacha. 

The Davila and Castillo expeditions to- 
gether number about 1,500 troops, to which 
should be added about 1,500 Colombian Lib- 
erals, more or less well armed. 

If a Colombian-Venezuelan engagement 
occurs in the vicinity of La Hacha, and the 
Venezuelans are successful, it will give the 
latter access to a stretch of Colombian ter- 
ritory in Santa Marthe Province, wholly 
Liberal in sympathy and therefore favoring 
the Venezuelan Liberals, and will permit 
the Venezuelans to approach the Colom- 
bians at San Cristobal and Cucuta, frontier 
points, from the rear. Should the Vene- 
zuelans succeed at La Hacha, it is believed 
that their numbers will be largely increased 
by Colombian Liberals. 

Venezuela has established a temporary 
naval] base at San Carlos, not far from the 
entrance to Maracaibo Harbor, where the 
Government has stored provisions, arms, 
and about eight hundred tons of coal. 

The only communication between La 
Hacha, Maracaibo, and Curacao Is by cour- 
ier between La Hacha and Maracaibo. 

The Suchet brought the French Consul 
and some twenty-eight Frenchmen from La 
Hacha to Willemstad.

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Sept. 11.—The pas- 
sengers of the British steamer William 
Cliff, which arrived here to-day from Colon, 
report that on Monday last, in anticipation 
of a serious attack on the part of the reb- 
els, the stores there were closed, the streets 
were patrolled by soldiers, martial law was 
strictly enforced, and the people were not 
allowed to discuss the situation. The of- 
ficers of the steamer say that, so far as 
they could gather, the sympathy of most of 
the people was with the rebels and the 
countries assisting them. 

Prince Ypsilanti and Baron von Goellintz, 
Germans, Were passengers on board the 
steamer. They are on their way from Val- 
paraiso to New Orleans. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Minister Bow- 
en, at Caracas, has reported to the Navy 
Department that it was rumored there that 
the Venezuelan Navy had joined the Colom- 
bian vessels in an attack on the Rio Hacha. 
This is in confirmation of the report re- 
ceived by the Colombian Legation here. 
United States Consul Malmros, at Colon, 
also cables a confirmation of Commiander 
Sargent's report as to the presence of a few 
filibusters on Provisions Island, near Bocas 
del Toro. 

The Navy Department has received a re- 
port by mail from Commander Sargent of 
the Machias, dated Sept. 2, which is in line 
with his cable report concerning conditions 
in South America. He says there is no dan- 
ger to American interests, but that a bad 
condition of affairs exists in Colombia and 
Venezuela. He goes into details of the in- 
surrections and the bitter feeling existing 
between Colombians and Venezuelans. 


CONSCRIPTION IN VENEZUELA. 


Laborers from Fourteen to Sixty Being 
impressed for Army Service. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Sept. 11.—The 
steamer Maracaibo, which arrived here to- 
day from Venezuelan waters, reports that 
all Venezuelan laborers from fourteen to 
sixty years of age have been impressed into 
the army: that the Maracaibo Bay and oth- 
er steamers have been taken tnto the Gov- 
ernment service, and that all horses and 
mules have been seized. The prisons are 
filled, and merely to discuss the question of 
war is an offense punishable by imprizon- 
ment. A number of Venezuelans who had 
booked passage fopethe north were not al- 
lowed to sal. Two barges, towed by the 
former American tug Augusta, left Mara- 
caibo Sept. 4 for Rio Hacha. 

CC, T. Blenel, a coffee buyer, reports that 
wher he left Venezuelan territory there 
was no fighting, although President Castro 
ha sent men to aid the Colombian rebels. 
Venezuela was then quiet, and Americans 
thrcughout the country were respected.

Mavor of Montreal Receives Letter 
Purporting to Betray Anarchist De- 
signs on Duke and Duchess of 
Cornwall and York.

MONTREAL, Sept. 11.—Mayor Prefontaine 
to-day received a letter purporting to re- 
veal a plot against the Duke and Duchess 

of Cornwall and York. 

It was written in Italian, and was appar- 
ently written by a person of poor educa- 
tion. The signature was deciphered as Gio- 
vanni Cabbion. The writer said he had in- 
formation that twelve Anarchists from Pat- 
erson, N. J., were in the city and had a 
plot to kill the royal party by means of a 
bomb on their leaving the Place Viger 
Station. 

The writer says he does not want the 
Italian name any further besmirched, and 
besides, he protests that he has become a 
loyal British subject, and deems it his duty 
to inform the police. The letter which is 
about twelve pages long, was_ translated 
and given to the police, who discredit it. 
However, every precaution will be taken. 
The police know of a lodge of Anarchists 
in Montreal, consisting of Swiss, Poles, 
Russians, and a few Germans. Some of 
these when interviewed severely condemned 
the attempt to kill President McKinley.

Leonard Cordes, once a well-known vio- 
linist, died early yesterday morning at his 
apartments, at 321 Bast Bighty-eighth 
Street. Mr. Cordes was seventy-two years 
of age and was the leading violinist of a 
number of the most prominent orchestras 
in the country. He was also well known 
as a teacher for many years, and his son 
George, who died a few years ago, was tor 
a number of years prominent in the or- 
chestra at Harrigan & Hart's Theatre. 

Mr. Cordes had been ill for about two and 
a half years with paralysis of the throat. 
He had not seen his physician for several 
days, and yesterday morning, after a sud- 
den attack, died before the physician could 
reach his bedside. Cordes was a member of 
the Musicians’ Mutual Protective Union 
and the Aschenbroedel. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Rev. Dr. William McDonald. 
Special ta The New York Times, 

BOSTON, Sept. 11.—The Rev. Dr. William 
McDonald, a prominent Methodist clergy- 
man, evangelist, and author, died this morn- 
ing at his home in Somerville. He was taken 
ill on Thursday, Aug. 20, and sank steadily. 

Dr. McDonald was born in Belmont, Wal- 
do County, Me., March 1, 1820. In 1838 he 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
in 1840 was granted a license to preach and 
took a circuit. In the Summer of 1895 he 
went West, and preached in Minneapolis, 
when there were not more than 500 people 
in the town. 

He returned East and was elected a mem- 
ber and Vice President of the, National 
Camp Meeting Association. He held the 
office of Vice President in the association 
till sixteen years later, when, on the death 
of the Rev. J. 8S. Inskip, he was made 
President, which office he held for ten 
vears, In connection with the association 
Dr. McDonald entered upon evangelical 
work in 1870. In company with Mr. Inskip 
he vésited California. They took with them 
a@ mammoth canvas tent, large enough to 
hold 5,000 people, and pitched it successtve- 
ly in Sacramento, Santa Clara, and San 
Francisco. During the years that followed 
meetings were held in twenty-one States of 
the Union. 

Dr. MeDonald visited England twice and 
extended his travels half way round the 
world. 

In 1870 he was chosen the first editor of 
The Advocate of Holiness, a paper which 
he originated and which was published 
first in Boston, then in Philadelphia, and 
finally in Boston again. The paper was 
changed into a weekly and renamed The 
Christian Witness, and is now published in 
Chicago. Dr. MeDonald continued as the 
editor for twenty-five years, but during 
that time preached several years at differ- 
ent times. 


Horace F. Burroughs. 


Horace F. Burroughs, one of the best- 
known of the older business men of Brook- 
lyn, died at his residence, 197 Carlton Ave- 
nue, Tuesday, after an illness of two weeks 
from pneumonia. He was seventy-two 
years old and a native of Brooklyn. He 
wus left an orphan in his fifth year, and 
when sixteen years old shipped from Green- 
port on the bark Roanoke for a whaling 
voyage, making a second cruise on the same 
vessel, and being away in all in her about 
three years, visiting many of the islands of 
the Pacific. He then spent a year on coast- 
ing vessels plying between New York and 
South Carolina. After this he apprenticed 
himself to a carpenter, but in 1852 started 
out for himself as a dealer in building ma- 
terials at Kent Avenue and Morton Street. 

The business grew with the city and 
made him a wealthy man. His yards were 
moved further up the avenue, but Mr. Bur- 
roughs remained active as the head of the 
business until confined by his last illness. 
Mr. Burroughs’s wife died two years ago. 
A son and a daughter survive them. 

Mr. Burroughs was one of the oldest Di- 
rectors and stockholders of the Manufact- 
urers’ National Bank of Brooklyn and a 
Director of the Building Materials Ex- 
change In Manhattan. He was a Royal 
Arch Mason and & member of Hyatt Lodge, 
He was also a member of the Hanover 
Club of Brooklyn, the Amphion Musical 
Society, and the Society of Old Brooklyn- 
ites. 

Funeral services will be held to-morrow, 
and the interment will take place Saturday 
in Greenwood.

TRIAL OF RUSSIAN 
BATTLESHIP TO-DAY 


Retvizan One of the Most Formida- 
ble of War Craft. 


Contract Calls for a Speed of Eighteen 
Knots an Hour for Twelve Hours’ 
Continuous Steaming. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 11.—The new 
Russian battleship Retvizan, one of the 
most formidable war craft in the world, 
left Cramps’ shipyard this morning for her 
preliminary or builders’ trial trip. This 
test is merely for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether her machinery and hull are 
in proper condition and the screws properly 
poised. The ship will proceed down the 
Delaware River to-day to the entrance to 
Delaware Bay, anchoring near the Break- 
water. After her compasses are adjusted 
the Ship will steam out to sea and the cus- 
tomary tests will be made to demonstrate 
her stability and seaworthiness. The con- 


tract calls for a speed of eighteen knots an 
hour during twelve hours’ continuous 
steaming, and it is possible the Retvizan will 
be extended somewhat to ascertain wheth- 
er her engines are capable of producing 
the required speed. The builders have no 
doubt, however, that the Retvizan will ex- 
ceed her s eed limit and prove the fastest 
battleship in the world. 

An unusual feature of the trip will be the 
firing of all of the Retvizan’s suns while 
she is at sea. She carries a terrific bat- 
tery. The big guns are novel to American 
eyes, for the Russians manufacture all 
their own heavy ordnance at “he Obrukoff 
works. 

There are four twelve-inch, twelve six-inch 
and twenty three-inch guns in the main 
battery, while the secondary group is made 

of Smarty forty-seven-millimetre Hotch- 
kiss rapid-fire cannon. Every once of these 
has to tested, not because the Russians 
fear the efficiency of the guns themselves, 
but to enable them to learn just how the 
carriages and the fittings stand the st.ain 
and also what sort of a gun platform the 
vessel is. 

When the guns are fired the Retvizan wili 
be as far as possible from the track of the 
regular liners. 

The design of the Retvizan is the most 
formidable ever drawn in the United States 
for a foreign nation. She combines many 
features of armament which are a direct 
outcome of the lessons of the panish- 
American war. Instead of confining pro- 
tection to a complete armor belt encircling 
the ship at the water line, which in late 
years has been so characteristic a feature 
of bat peships. the hull of the Retvizar is 
covered amidships with armor plate nine 
inches in thickness and the water line is 
further reinforced by the protective deck 
being prought down to the edge of the he!t 
plating. igher up on the hull is a six-inch 
armor, ne off to five-inch plates in 
the vicinity of the central battery guns. 
Except at very close range the upper huil 
armor, it is asserted, will keep out all 
projectiles. 

The Retvizan is manned by a picked crew 
from Cramps’, but the guns will be op- 
erated and fired by Russian gun crews. 

Gen. Brynck of the Russian Ordnance De- 
partment, with a corps of experts, will 
watch the Retvizan's movements, so far 
as her arniament is concerned. The offi- 
cers who will command the ship when she 
is put into commission are also on board. 


SULZER DISPUTE SETTLED. 


The Widow to ‘Assume Control of Har- 
lem River Park. 


Contention between the widow of Herman 
Sulzer and Mrs. Ida Weyman for the pos- 
session of the Harlem River Park, which 
at the time of his death, on March 15 last, 


amounted to a struggle for the possession 
of his body, is at an end, as Mrs. Weyman 
yesterday announced that Mrs. Sulzer 
would at once assume control of the Har- 
lem River Park and that she herself would 
sail for Europe on Saturday, leaving Mrs. 
Sulzer in undisputed ownership 

Mr. Sulzer, disinheriting his wife, be- 
queathed to Mrs. Weyman fifty-five shares, 
amounting to a controlling interest, in the 
Harlem River Amusemént Company, which 
owned the park. The basis of the settle-

ARRESTED THE NIGHT CLERK. 


Bath Beach Hotel Left Open Because 
of Blackmail Charge. 


The fag end of the Summer season at 
Bath Beach this year is not entirely peace- 
ful. The usual quota of resorters who 
leave behind a trail of bad checks and val- 
ueless baggage has been furnished; the 
newsmen and milk dealers tell the same c!d 
story of unpaid bills, and early yesterday 
a well-known hotel on Cropsey Avenue was 
the scene of what the guests describe as a 
police outrage. 

About 1:30 A. M. two “plain clothes 
men,’’ accompanied by a stalwart native 
and the latter’s wife, entered the Sea View 
Hotel and arrested George Anderson, the 
night clerk, on a charge of blackmail pre- 
ferred by John Van Pelt Shields. Accord- 
ing to the story of the hotel employes and 

coger Anderson was dragged to the po- 

station with no warning to the proprie- 
cr, “who lives in Brooklyn, and the hotel 
was for half an hour or more left unguard- 
ed. Finally a policeman went to the hotel, 
awakened a porter and gave him the news 
and the key of the barroom. 

Anderson is a witness in an assault case 
im which Shields is the defendant The 
complainant alleges that Shields, who is a 
powerful athlete, assailed-him causelessly 
and broke his jaw. Anderson alno charged 
Shields with assault, and growing out of 
this episode in Summer life at Bath Beach 
is the case of alleged blackmail. The trial 
of the charge of assault against Shields 
comes up to-morrow at Concy Island. With 
Anderson locked up, so the hotel people 
say. a mainstay of the prosecution is gone. 

nderson, according to Shields, demanded 
on as payment for refraining from “ ex- 
posing’ him. Shields, the police say, gave 
to Anderson $25 in marked bills. 

Now the hotel clerk, who yesterday was 
held by Judge Furlong in $1,000 bail for 
examination on Sept. 20, declares the 
charge is trumped-up so as to discredit him 
as a witness in criminal and civil proceed- 
ings against Shields. 

Guests at the Sea View are loud in their 
denunciation of the methods of the police, 
who could, it is said, have easily arrested 
the night clerk at some other hour and not 
left the hotel exposed to burglars, tramps, 
and fire. A large part of the Bath Beach 
population will be at the Coney Island 
Pourt to-morrow, when young Shields is to 
answer to the charge of breaking the law 
and a Summer resorter’s jaw.

TO EXTRADITE JOHN BAUSCH. 


Charged with Killing an Employe on 
Clarence W. Mackay Estate. 
MINEOLA, L. IL, Sept. 11.—District At- 
torney James P. Niemann of Nassau Coun- 
ty to-day drew up the necessary papers for 


the extradition of John Bausch, who its ac- 
cused of having killed Arthur Geschwind 
at Roslyn, L. lL, and who was arrested near 
Doylestown, Penn., and forwarded them to 
Albany for Gov. Odell’s signature. 

The crime of which Bausch is accused oc- 
curred on the estate of Clarence W. Mack- 
ay, on May 18 last. Bausch had a small 
farm a the Mackay estate, and he 
persisted in allowing his cows to graze on 
the Mackay land despite the remonstrances 
of Geschwind, who was employed on the 
estate. Bausch conceived a hatred for 
Geschwind, holding him responsible for or- 
ders given by Mr. Mackay. On the day of 
the murder Geschwind found some of 
Bausch's cows on Mr. Mackay’s land and 
started to drive them off. Bausch saw him 
doing this, and the two men had some an- 
gry words. Bausch went to his house, got 
his gun, and returned to the pasture. A 
short time afterward Geschwind's dead 
body was found by a fellow-workman. 


Pennsylvania Manufacturer Arrested. 
DOYLESTOWN, Penn., Sept. 11.—Henry 
D. Ruos, proprietor of the agricultural 
works here, was placed under arrest to-day 
charged with embezzlement as consignee 
and secreting, assigning, conveying, and

TUNNEL CONTRACTS AWARDED. 


Rapid Transit Company Makes a Num- 
ber for Engines and Bailers 
Aggregating $1,500,000. 


Contracts aggregating $1,500,000 have been 
awarded by the Rapid Transit Subway 
Construction Company to the Allis-Chalm- 
and the Babcock & Wilcox 
Company for the construction of eight 
7,500 horse power stationary engines and 
forty-eight 600-horse power boilers to be 
used in connection with the forthcoming 
rapid transit underground railroad in this 


city. It has been decided that the chird- 
rail system will be used in the subway. 
The system will be similar to that now in 
use on the new Boston Elevated Road, with 
the side rail carrying the power. The "Allis- 
Chalmers Company is to make the station- 
ary engines and the Babcock & Wilcox 
Company the boilers. It is announced that 
additional contracts, amounting to another 
$1,500,000, are to be awarded within a few 
days for the making of electrical apparatus, 
alternators, exciters, transformers, and cre- 
ators 

There will be one main power house and 
eight branches. Sites for some of these 
have been purchased, but the localities are 
not made public. The Rapid Transit Con- 
struction Company has called for bids fer 
the equipment of the power houses from 
the General Electric Company of Schenec- 
tady, the Westinghouse Company, and the 
Stanley Company of Pittsfield, Mass. The 
contracts for engines and boilers stipulate 
that these must be completed by Jan. 1, 
1904, and the same date is to be required 
from those who secure contracts for equip- 
ping the plants. 

No bids on motors are being called fcr 
just now, nor will they be given out soon. 
Not even the number of motors is decided. 


PORTO. RICAN SUGAR DUTIES. 


Judgment Granted to Recover $490,- 
139.09 Paid on the Imported Article. 


In the United 
terday Judge Lacombe handed down an 
order granting judgment in favor of the 
American Sugar Refining Company to re- 
cover $490,139.00 paid by the Sugar Com- 
pany to Collector Bidwell on sugars im- 
ported from Porto Rico. 

There were some nineteen separate cases 
involved in the suit, all of which were con- 
joined in this case. When John E. Par- 
sons, as counsel for the American Sugar 
Refining Company, appeared in court the 
United States District Attorney was not 
present, nor was Collector Bidwell, on 
whose application the suit was brought. 
Judge Lacombe directed that the American 
Sugar Refining Company obtain judgment 
against the Collector for the sum named 
above, together with interest, on each of 
the several nineteen actions embraced in 
the common suit. 

This decision is based on the opinion of 
the United States Supreme Court that 
Porto Rico is at the present time a portion 
of the territory of the United States and 
that goods brought from that island are 
not subject to duty in any port here.

Tripler Liquid Air Company. 

There appears to be a disposition among 
the shareholders of the Tripler Liquid Air 
Company to drop all charges, and, accord- 
ing to G. M. Fennell & Co., fiscal agents 
of the company, a receiver will probably 
be asked for shortly with a view to the re- 
organization of the company so as to wipe 
out promoters’ stock and protect all share- 
holders who can show receipts for money 
payments upon stock. It is said that in 
that event new capital would be at hand 
for the development of the process for the 
manufacture of liquid air.

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MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The almost general decline in yester- 
day’s stock market, only the Vanderbilt 
securities showing strength, while the 
rest of the list was inclined to heaviness, 
was due to a variety of circumstances 
which may very briefly be set out. In the 
early trading there was the false report 
that the President had suffered re- 
lapse, this being responsible for a sharp 
break of from one-half to 1 point in 
London and a consequent irregular open- 
ing here; there was the Government crop 
report, showing an unexpected decline in 
the condition of corn and of wheat, the 
yield in each case being estimated even 
below the August figures; there were 
evidences, if not of withdrawal of sup- 
port on the part of the leading finan- 
cial interests who lately have been be- 
hind the market, at least of a cessation 
of buying from those sources, and, final- 
ly, there was some rather aggressive 
selling for the short account, the ergu- 
ment being advanced that all the gvod 
news is out and that the President's re- 
covery has been actually discounted. Un- 
der the circumstances, therefore, the sur- 
prise is, not that the market declined as 
it did, but that it did not decline more. 

Not, indeed, since the announcement 
of the attempt on the President's life 
have prices been so persistently attacked 
as they were yesterday, the bears not 
even being averse to the circulation of 
false reports to help them in their cam- 
paign. Yet, that the depressors of mar- 
ket values lacked the courage of their 
professed convictions is very apparent 
when it is stated that as the day wore 
on, seeing that their attacks were failing 
to dislodge any appreciable amount of 
long stock, they had not the hardihood 
to press their campaign, but contented 
themselves with, as it were, “ marking 
time,’” not changing their market posi- 
tion, but nevertheless not making any 
further commitments. Hence it was, 
bankers’ buying being little in evidence, 
that trading for the day fell to relatively 
small proportions, less than 50U,000 
shares being dealt in. Of this total Erie 
contributed 37,000, Southern Pacific 
45,000, Union Pacific 38,000, St. Paul 
49,000, Atchison 32,000, Amalgamated 
Copper 52,000, and United States Steel 
42,000. In other words, the dealings in 
these seven stocks aggregated practi- 
two-thirds of the entire market 
transactions, showing into what narrow 
limits trading had resolved itself. 

Unquestionably, apart from the early 
misleading and depressing canards about 
the President's condition, the principal 
reason for the heaviness of securities 
was the Government crop report already 
referred to. Generally, there had been 
expectation that an improvement in corn 
would be recorded, and the disappoint- 
ment therefore was the more pronounced 
when, instead of betterment, the state- 
ment disclosed the lowest September 
corn condition ever reported in the 
history of the country. Not unnat- 
urally, the Western bears on the mar- 
ket apparently rejoiced at this corrubo- 
ration of their earlier views—happy at 
this loss in the country’s wealth—pro- 
ceeded to predict all sorts of direful 
things to follow as a consequence. The 
purchasing power of the West will be 
seriously curtailed, it was declared; rail- 
road earnings will surely fall off, and 
busimess generally must suffer. It was, 
in short, merely a repetition of the dire- 
ful talk heard some weeks ago when the 
country was fast declared to be gvoing 
to ruin. 

In opposition to these views were those 
expressed by some of the representatives 
in the East who, admitting the serious 
damage to the corn crop, nevertheless de- 
clare that this loss will in no small meas- 
ure be offset by the large wheat yield, 
while in other respects the country is so 
prosperous that the falling off in the 
corn crop will not signify the financial 
disaster that some years ago it might 
have signified. The traffic of the so- 
called Granger systems, it was pointed 
out in this connection, is now so diverse 
that the roads are becoming less and less 
dependent for their revenues on their 
grain business. 

Beyond this, it is not clear that the 
Government report is not ultra-pessi- 
mistic. This clearly is the view taken 
of the situation by the experts in the 
grain crowds both in Chicago and here, 
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Peo, & East.

Part of this was 
induced by some rather positive reports 
that the Steel strike is to be settled 
within twenty-four hours. This, though 
lacking of confirmation, is regarded as 
within the bounds of possibilities, the 
settlement dispelling the last remaining 
cloud of serious proportions hanging 
over the industrial situation. 

Coming to the stocks themselves, the 
only thing to be said is that in the main 
they followed the course of the market, 
and declined, not for specific, but for 
general reasons. Exceptions to this were 
the junior Vanderbilt issues—notably 
Canada Southern, Big Four, and the 
Nickel Plates; Monon, Lackawanna, and, 
in the industrial list, Glucose Sugar pre- 
ferred. The report that the Vanderbilt 
plan of reorganization is well under way 
was resoonsible for the buying of the 
Vanderbilt shares; favorable dividend 
talk was heard in respect to Monon, 
While the annual meeting of the Glucose 
Sugar Company, shortly to be held, is 
expected to be followed by some impor- 
tant announcements. Of the declining | 
stccks, the uncertainty in respect to the 
St. Paul dividend to be declared to-day 
resulted in an irregular movement of the 
security, with the final figure showing a 
fractional net loss. Many traders on the 
floor are confident of an increase in the 
dividend. No official statement on the 
subject is forthcoming. The decline in 
Republic Steel was of course due to the 
very unfavorable showing of the com- 
pany in its last fiscal year, profits show- 
ing a decrease of no less than $4,649,853. 
Amalgamated Copper was sold, presuma- 
bly for inside account, one firm alone 
disposing of 10,000 shares.

COTTON CROP CONDITIONS. 
In their regular review of the cotton crop 
Situation Hubbard Bros. & Co. say: 


Throughout the greater portion of the cotton 
belt the weather has been very favorable for a 
rapid development of the crop. In Central Texas 
there has been no change for the better. These 
weather conditions have brought offers for for- 
ward delivery to Europe at quotations more near- 
y approaching a parity than at any time this 
season In the absence of an active speculation, 
the effect has been to bring about a slight de- 
cline from the quotations ruling last week. An 
increase in the views regarding the ultimate 
yield of this coming season is also noticeable, 
though at all times qualified by the statement 
that the yield depends upon the date of frost, as 
the crop in the sections promising the greatest 
yield is late. 

Spinners contigue to pursue their hand-to- 
mouth policy, as they consider the prospect as 
indicating a yield larger than the estimated con- 
sumption The crop outlook does not yet justify 
the belief that they do not hold the correct view, 
provided of course there is no decided revival in 
trade, as existed two years ago. While spinners 
hold this view, the trade, in view of the small 
immediate supplies and the prospects of a com- 
paratively light movement in September, are ex- 
ceedingly cautious and conservative. While ad- 
mitting the strength of the spinners’ view, they 
are not yet In the mood to follow their lead; thus, 
while not seeing anything upon which to base a 
bull movement, they are inclined to buy on de- 
pressed movements, expecting the reduced yield 
in Texas and the lighter movement may at any 
time change the views of spinners and bring 
them into the market as active buyers at advanc- 
ing prices. Speculation does not exist as known 
during the past two seasons, but it is waiting to 
see what the weather. this month will bring forth.

Clearing House Committee Thanks the 
Secretary of the Treasury-—The 
Bond Offerings.

Tappen, Chairman of the 
Clearing Heuse Committee, and Hen:. W. 
“annon, President of the ‘hase National 
Bank, were at the Clearing House at the 
opening of business yesterday, and a few 
minutes later Manager Sherer announced 
that the committee had sent a dispatch to 
Secretary Gage, thanking him for his 
‘wise and prompt action in distributing 
curreney into business channels." 
There is a continued difference of cpin- 
lon among financiers as to the probable 
extent of the total offerings in response to 
the Secretary's offer to buy bonds. From 
outside sources it was gathered that one 
of the leading ‘savings banks of the city 
has under discussion the advisability of 
turning over to Secretary Gage a large lot 
of Government 4 per cent. bonds. 

In the ordinary course of business the 
Sub-Treasury paid for $125,000 in bonds. 

The effect of the retention of internal 
revenue payments in the banks, according 
to a prominent banker, will be evident in 
the lighter receipts by the Sub-Treasury. 
The internal revenue payments for the most 
part are checked through the Clearing 
House, but are also paid over the counter. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Secretary Gage 
has received a number of offers of bonds 
for the ‘Sinking Fund under his announce- 
ment of vesterday, but he has decided not 
to give cut any information as to the 
amounts offered or prices until his offer 
expires to-morrow afternoon. 


SON GETS MOTHER’S E ESTATE. 


After Three Years N New Jersey Court 
Holds that He Is Legitimate and 
Makes. Stepfather Pay 
Costs of Suit. 


Vice Chancellor Pitney yesterday filed a 
decision in the case of Michael Keavey and 
Martin Barrett, which has been pending for 
three years. The parties to the suit are 
residents of West Hoboken. When Bar- 
rett’s wife died she left a small estate, con- 
sisting of a house and lot and some per- 
sonal property. Barrett claimed that as 
his wife left no children he was the heir. 
Keavey, who had been known as the step- 
son of Mrs. Barrett, and the adopted 
son of Mr. Barrett, set up the claim that 
he was next of kin and that he was Mrs. 
Barrett’s son by a former marriage, his 
father, Michael Keavey, having died in Ire- 
lanc while he was an infant. 

Several hearings were had before Vice 
Chancellor Pitney, and in February last 
Barrett testified that his wife had never 
been married to any one but himself and 
that she had never borne a child. He said 
his wife had assured him of this at a time 
when Keavey’s parentage was cdlled in 
question. He said his wife’s maiden name 
was Bridget Maloney and that was. the 
name she gave at the time of their mar- 
riage. He also entered the plea that if 
Keavey was his wife’s son, he must be ille- 
gitimate, 

At that point the case was adjourned to 
allow Keavey to go to Ireland to look for 
records of his mether’s marriage, his birth, 
and his father's death. The church in 
which the marriage took place had been 
torn down, and part of the records had 
been destroyed. He brought back the affi- 
davits of three persons who were cognizant 
of the facts and who corroborated Keavey's 
statements. Vice Chancellor Pitney admit- 
ted these affidavits, and also the testimony 
of Mary Farrell. who testified that her 
mother had frequently told her the same 
story, her mother having been a friend of 
Mrs. Barrett In Ireland, 

Upon this testimony Vice Chancellor Pit- 


ney ruled that Keavey must be regarded as 
the legitimate son of Mrs. Barrett and heir 


to the property. He also made an order re- 
quiring Barrett to pay all the costs of the 
suit.

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IN THE GRAIN MARKET 


Government’s Report on Corn 
Causes Little Advance. 


One Crop Expert Declares that the 
Shortage in Corn Will Be 
800,000,000 Bushels.

The grain market yesterday advanced 
much less than was expected in many 
quarters in view of the Government report 
on corn. Wheat opened strong and ad- 
vanced half a cent, only to react to Tuese 
night’s figures on profit-taking. Seil- 
ing orders were also executed for Chicago, 
because of the receipt of 958 cars in the 
Northwest, as against 4388 cars last year, 
and, at primary points, 1,514,000 bushels, as 
against 1,318,000 bushels last year. 

Corn options attracted more general at- 
tention and broader trading, but after a 
small advance, reacted partly through prof- 
it-taking and partly because of the lack of 
any considerable outside buying orders. 

Oscar K. Lyle, the crop expert of MciIn« 
tyre & Marshall, stated that the Govern- 
ment figures on the corn crop could not be 
expressed accurately in bushels, as there 
had been a great decrease in the corn 

reage of the drought of July and 

st, accompanied by a falling off in 
condition of the crop remaining. 
L Che condition of corn as given by the 
Government statistician,"’ he added, “is 
OL.7, or a re duction of 2.3 under the condi- 
tion of Aug. 1, which was 54. In order to 
figure out a crop of 1,335,093,000, the Prod- 
uce Exchange estimate, it Was necessary to 
extend the condition of 51.7 over an area 
of $2,925,000 acres. 

“What the Government experts did was 
to report on the condition of growing corn, 
paying no heed to the destroyed areas. The 

result is a condition of 51.7, and in the ab- 
sence of a new estimate on the corn ac re- 
age, an approximate estimate of this year’s 
corn crop cannot be formed. 

‘Then an estimated crop of 1,335,003,000 
bushels is reached by means of the aver- 
age yield in bushels per acre during the 
last five years, which were the best years 
for grain in this country. I do not serious- 
ly imagine that the yield per acre this year 
will be anything like the five-vear aver- 
age, which is employed as a basis for eal-

The war 
amended, provides that a 26- 
cent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $3,000. Twentycfive cents additional 
is required for each $500 of consideration over 
$3,000. This “* consideration '' has been held to 
mean only the equity above the mortgage, except 
in rare cases where the purchaser assumes pay- 
ment of the mortgage. The amount of the mort- 
gage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the value of 
the revenue stamps on the conveyance should 
therefore show the true consideration for all 
properties over $2,500 in value.

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MR. COLER’S STRENGTH 


Mayoralty Situation Changed by 
the Action of His Friends. 


CITIZENS’ UNION’S ATTITUDE 


Further Consideration Will Be Given to 
the Controller’s Name, De- 
clares Mr. Wheeler. 


The politicians were busily engaged yes- 
terday in discussing the action of the Bor- 
ough Convention of the Citizens’ Union in 
Brooklyn, in declaring for Controller Coler 
as the anti-Tammany candidate for Mayor 
and demanding that his name should head 
the list of those now being considered for 
the office. Various views were expressed. 
Among those interviewed are the follow~ 
ing: 

EVERETT P. WHEELER—The action of 
the Brooklyn convention disclosed the fact 
that Mr. Coler undoubtedly has a great 
many friends in Brooklyn, and that it will 
be necessary for the General Committee to 
give further consideration to his name. 
Although his name was not recommended 
by the committee, you may rest assured 
that, in view of the Brooklyn action, the 
subject will be gone over again most care- 
fully. There is no doubt that the situation 
is much changed. f 

It seems to me that the important anti- 
Tammany forces are gradually approaching 
an agreement as to the best man to lead 
the fight. The difficulty is very great in 
that it is necessary to nominate a man who 
would be both a good Mayor and who would 
unite the various forces that must be amal- 
gamated in order to win the fight. I be- 
lieve this, however, will be done, just as it 
was done in 1894. The situation this year 
fis not more complicated intrinsically than 
was the condition of affairs when Mayor 
Strong ran. At that time, the leading anti- 
Tammany organizations had to agree, and 
then the smaller ones followed. I believe 
that will be the case this year. The rumors 
which have been circulated that any one 
particular ring is dominating the reform 
forces is untrue. The Citizens’ Union has 

probably been most influential in the gen- 
eral movement, but there has been no 
clamor for control. I was a member of the 
Committee of Seventy, which nominated 
Mayor Strong, and which led the fight sev- 
en years ago. The situation seems quite 
as good now, and I believe the fight will 
be won. 

Col. WILLIS L. OGDEN, Chairman of 
the Committee of Eighteen—I do not care 
to discuss the action of the borough con- 
vention in Brooklyn. I am not a delegate 
from that body. I am not acting as a dele- 
gate from that body in the work we are 
now doing. 

LUDWIG NISSEN—I do not admit that 
the resolution indorsed was representative 
of the Citizens’ Union, as a whole, in 
Brooklyn. There doubt that more 
than a majority of the delegates were for 
Coler, however. Why they should be I 
cannot/ understand. The indorsement can 
accomplish nothing for Coler, for the rea- 
son that no other anti-Tammany organiza- 
tion is for him or would take him. If the 
city convention of the Citizens’ Union takes 
the same view of the matter as the Brook- 
lyn convention, they will not accept the 
result of the conference, but will probably 
nominate Coler. That will not only dissolve 
the anti-Tammany union, but split the 
Citizens’ Union itself, 

WILLIAM HEPBURN RUSSELL, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of 
the Greater New York Democracy— 
It now up to Gontroller Coler_ to 
Say whether he wants the anti-Tam- 
many*nomination or the Tammany nom- 
ination. If he wishes to act honorably, 
he will no longer delay a declaration of his 
attitude. He must have known what his 
friends in the Citizens’ Union of Brooklyn 
were going to do last night, and if he re- 
mains silent after their action, the infer- 
ence must be drawn that he is fishing for 
the nomination from the side that seems 
most likely to win. The Greater New York 
Demecracy will never support Mr. Coler in 
the conference unless he makes a square 
declaration against Tammany, and this is 
the time for that declaration 

Postmaster CORNELIUS VAN 
Mr. Coler's name will naturally be 
ed to the City ¢ pavention by the Brooklyn 
Citizens’ Union delegate: They have been 
instructed to do so, and they will have to 
follow their instructions. But I believe 
that the whole matter will be fixed up and 
that we will go into the campaign in perfect 
harmony. He seems to be the Tammany 
candidate at present The fight this year 
is squarely against Tammany Hall, and it 
will be swift and fast. If Mr. Coler accepts 
the Tammany nomination he will weaken 
himself for any future political honors. What 
he has said against Tammany Hall will 
weaken him even with his closest friends. 

I tell you the fight this year is fairly and 
squarely against Tammany Hall and its 
methods. [ remember that a number of 
years ago a man who had been a gambler 
went into one of the most aristocratic dis- 
tricts of this city and became a candidate 
for Congress. His opponent was a most 
respectable man and of good family, but he 
had been nominated by Tammany Hall. 
This very respectable man was beaten by 
the man who had come down from the 
Saratoga race track simply because 
peopie were against Tammany Hall 
Same bitter feeling exists this year ,and the 
people will oppose the most respectable 
candidate’ Tammany Hall can put up, and 
I believe that the Brooklyn Citizens’ Union 
delegates will see the situation in this light. 

ABRAHAM GRUBER—TIf it is true thata 
Democrat is the most logical candidate for 
the reform nomination, then we should cer- 
tainly have the strongest Democrat. It 
seems to me that Coler is unquestionably 
the eer onipent Democrat that could be 
named, for he is popular with the independ- 
ent elements and would make a good race. 
The situation is a very delicate one, and 
those who are conferring and trying to 
select some man who would make a good 
official and run a winning race should re- 
member that a vast number of elements 
must be considered Tammany ts united, 
while the anti-Tammany elements must be 
amalgamated by the most careful diplo- 
macy. 

There is no doubt about the fact that the 
action of the Brooklyn convention was very 
Significant. Mr. Coler has a very large 
personal following, and his name must be 
considered with great deliberation. The 
men who want to throw Mr. Coler aside will 
have a big job on their hands. No one can 
tell who will be nominated, nor, in fact, 
who would be the best vote getter; but cer- 
tainly Coler is the most powerful Democrat 
that could be nominated. 

LAWRENCE DELMOUR—The Controller 
is an able, honest young man, and I like 
him very much. Ali this talk of Controller 
Coler being candidate of Tammany Hall 
for any office is all nonsense, and if the 
people who make such assertions would 
think a minute they “would talk differently. 
Mr. Coler lives in wevkg Aa He is not a 
member of Tammany Ha and it is non- 
sense to think for a BE hoon that the Tam- 
many leader would go across the bridge and 
make Mr. Coler the candidate of Tammany 
Hali for Mayor. Here is the situation. The 
request for the nomination of Controller 
Coler for Mayor must come from the Brook- 
lyn organization. If Mr. McLaughlin is for 
Mr. Coler and presents his name the matter 
would be seriously considered. If the news- 
paper interviews are correct, I see Mr. Mc- 
Pa nghlin is very favorable to Mr. Coler, but 
what efforts he will make to have him nom- 
inated to head the Democratic ticket for 
Mayor no one can tell but Mr. McLaughlin

The tridls of Controller Coler who suc- 
cessfully stampeded the Citizens’ Union 
convention in Brooklyn were elated yester- 
day. Chairman M, J. Flaherty, who was 
elected in the place of Ludwig Nissen, will 
issue a statement in a few days. 

The representatives of the Brooklyn 
branch of the Citizens’ Union on the Con- 
ference Committee of Eighteen are Col. 
Willis L. Ogden and Mr. Nissen. The reso- 
lutions passed by the borough convention 
direct that these delegates take active 
steps for a reconsideration of the action by 


which Mr. Coler's name was taken off the 
list of eligibles for tle Citizens’ Union nom- 
ination for Mayor. 

The friends of Controller Coler expressed 
confidence that when the Citizens’ Union 
convention met the Controller would be the 
choice of a majority of the delegates.

SEVENTH NATIONAL’S 
OFFICERS INDICTED 


Grand Jury Found True Bills Against 
Men Connected with the Bank. 


We fill orders

Warrants, It Is Said, Have Been Issued, 
but Will Not Be Served Before Sat- 
urday—District Attorney Reticent. 


The Federal Grand Jury, which has de- 
voted four sittings to the investigation of 
the affairs of the Seventh National Bank, 
whose failure on June 27 last created alarm 
in the financial district, filed into the 
Criminal Branch of the United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday at noon and handed 
up to Justice Lacombe a number of indict- 
ments, of which one at least, and probably 
three, can be stated with every reason of 
certainty to be against a person or per- 
sons connected with the affairs of the 
wrecked bank. On the application of As- 
sistant United States District Attorney 
Baldwin, Justice Lacombe issued bench 
warrants for the arrest of the persons 
named in the indictments, and these are 
now in the hands of the Assistant District 
Attorney and will be served probably before 
Saturday. 

They will not be served to-day because 
the Assistant District Attorney is going out 
of town and will not return until to-mor- 


row. No amount of questioning on the part 
Or newspaper men byought forth any intor- 
mation that would give an idea as to the 
men indicted. Even the attorneys repre- 
senting men likely to be indicted could not 
tell definitely the exact number of Seventh 
National {ndictments handed up or who 
were the parties named in the instruments. 
It was stated by persons who had seen the 
indictments handed to Justice Lacombe 
that there were four. Assistant District 
Attorney Baldwin when questioned said 
positively that there were not four indict- 
ments, but when asked if by this he meant 
to say that there were more or less than 
that number, he said: 

"at Se obviously proper as well as 
mandatory, under the statutes, to with- 
hold all information concerning all in- 
dictments handed up until the warrants 
have been served. A number of warrants 
were issued to me to-day and will be served 
at the proper time. They will certainly not 
be served to-day or to-morrow, and that is 
as definite as I can be at present.” 

Mr. Baldwin deftly parried a number of 
questions, but his remarks afterward made 
it reasonably sure that an indictment or 
several indictments hed been found against 
men connected with the wrecked bank. 

The inference was that those interested 
in this connection are ex-President Wiiliam 
H. IKximball, Vice President Fletcher § 
Heath, and Frank B. Poor of the firm ef 
Muarquand & 

Messrs. Kimball and Heath could not he 
reached last night, and Mr. Poor, when 
called up on the telephone at his residence 
in Hackensack, declined to say anything. 

In the opinion of men who have watched 
the case closely it is probable that other 
indictments may be found when the Grand 
Jury meets again next Tuesday. 

Soon after the issuance of the 
rants ex-Judge W. M. K. Olcott, 
i, covnsel for Frank B. Poor of Henry 
Marquand & Co., the firm most closely 
connected with the failure of the bank, ar- 

rived at_the Federal Building and inquired 
of Mr. Baldwin whether his client was in- 
cluded in any of the indictments. Judge 
Olcott stated that his client was now in 
his office, and was anxious for informa- 
tion. The Assistant District Attorney re- 
fused to give him any information. When 
seen at his office later Judge Olcott said: 

‘IT am as much in the dark as any one 
regarding the matter. Mr. Poor, my élient, 
waited in my office for several hours to- 
day with the hope of hearing whether he 
had been included in the indictments found. 
To satisfy him I sought information at 
the District Attorney’s office and got 
absolutely none. While I do not think that 
my client has violated any United States 
statute, I believe that if indictments have 
not been issued already in this case, they 
will be.” 

Fletcher S. Heath, Vice President of the 
Seventh National Bank, also called at the 
Federal Building during the day, but it 
was impossible to learn the nature of his 
business there. After leaving the Federal 
3ullding Mr. Heath went at once to the of- 
fice of President Kimball of the defunct 
bank and was closeted with him for sq@ne 
time. Mr. Kimball, seen just before the ar- 
rival of Mr. Heath, asserted that he Had 
not heard of the issuance of any warrants, 
and did not think that any indictments in 
the Seventh National Bank matter had been 
found. 

Practically the same reply was made by

HACKENSACK, N. J., Sept. 11.—An un- 
expected strike to-day forced the silk mill 
of Givernaud Brothers to close its doors. 
The strikers were Italians, who objected 
to a German foreman of the mill. They 
want him discharged for showing, as they 
allege, favoritism to the German and the 
American workmen. At a meeting last 
night the Italians, who outnumber the 
others three to one, voted for a strike. 

This morning when the other workmen, 
including a number of women, reached 
the mill they found the Italians lined up 
across the streets leading to the mill. As 
each one arrived the men said: 

‘‘Go back; there's no work to-day. 

Some of the men tried to force their way. * 
through, but wére roughly handled, and 
gave it up. Several women were thrown 
about, One fainted, and another had her 
clothes almost torn off. 

Henry I. Haring, the constable, was 
called, and single-handed tried to disperse 
the mob, but he found the 300 men too 
much for him. They began jostling tactics, 
and Haring received a blow over the eye 
from which the blood flowed freely. This 
made the constable angry, and he went 
to work with his billy, which he used 
with telling effect on every head that 
came in his way. 

One business man, A. L. Lenz, after a 
fight in which he was treated roughly, suc- 
ceeded in getting a number of the girls 
into the mills.
